Nothing  in  this  ordinance,  or  any  ordinance  heretofore 
passed,  shall  prevent  the  owner  of  any  dead  animal  from  removing 
the  same  from  within  the  city  limits;  Provided,  he  do  the  same  within 
the  period  of  six  hours,  not  including  the  night  time,  and  bury  such 
animal  in  the  lot  of  ground  owned  by  the  city  near  White  River,  and 
appropriated  to  the  burial  of  dead  animals. 

Sec.  3.  The  owner  of  any  dead  animal,  or  his  agent,  shall  not  re- 
move the  same,  nor  appropriate  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof  to  his 
own  lise,  unless  such  removal  and  appropriation  shall  be  made  within 
the  period  of  six  hours,  not  including  the  night  time. 

Sec.  4.  Any  one  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
on  conviction  before  the  Mayor  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less 
than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars.

G-entlemen  :  The  City  Commissioners  have  acted  in  the  matter  ot 
the  petition  asking  the  opening  of  Blackford  street  north  from  North 
street  to  Indiana  avenue,  said  street  to  be  opened  45  feet  wide. 

We  have  also  heretofore  considered  a  petition  asking  the  opening 
of  the  same  street,  on  the  same  line,  and  between  the  same  streets 
but  to  the  width  of  60  feet. 

After  due  considertion   of  both  of  said  petitions,   and  after  due 

efforts  to  make  such  an  assessment  of  the  damages  and  benefits  on 

said  opening  as  would  be  satisfactory  we  are  compelled  to  return  the 

matter  to  your  honorable  body  as  we  cannot  agree  on  such  assess- 
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meat.  The  line  is  too  short,  and  the  amount  of  damages  too  heavy 
for  an  assessment  on  the  property  immediately  affected,  and  we  do 
not  think  the  improvement  of  sufficient  importance  to  call  for  any 
payment  by  the  city  at  large. 

If  the  petition  had  for  its  object  the  widening  of  said  street  at  both 
its  north  and  south  ends,  so  that  the  benefits  might  be  taxed  along 
its  entire  line,  it  could  be  possible  to  make  a  satisfactory  assessment. 
If  the  effort  to  widen  Blackford  street  at  its  north  and  south  ends 
be  hereafter  made,  we  would  recommend  that  Ellen  street  be  vacated 
(with  the  exception  of  ten  feet  which  might  be  left  as  a  northern 
extension  of  the  ten  foot  alley,  south  of  North  street)  and  that  the 
value  of  the  ground  so  vacated,  be  taxed  to  the  neighboring  property 
holders  (who  would  then  hold  it)  as  benefits.  The  amount  so  taxed 
would  largely  offset  the  entire  cost  of  the  opening  of  the  street,  les- 
sen the  burthens  on  property  holders  on  the  balance  of  the  street,  and 
at  the  same  time  improve  the  city  plat  in  the  neighborhood.

Gentlemen — The  undersigned  respectfully  represents  that  he  is 
the  owner  of  about  112  feet  front  on  North  Meridian  street,  off  the 
north  side  of  lot  No.  12  of  St.  Clair's  Addition  ;  that  about  two 
years  ago,  before  that  addition  was  taken  in  by  the  City,  certain 
parties,  wishing  to  enhance  the  value  of  their  own  property,  in  that 
vicinity,  applied  to  the  County  Commissioners  to  have  5th  street  ex- 
tended from  Illinois  to  Meridian  street,  through  my  lot.  The  County 
Commissioners  appointed  three  commissioners  to  assess  the  damages, 
who,  after  a  personal  examination,  reported  that  my  lot  would  be 
damaged  to  the  amount  of  $1,000  by  extending  said  street  through 
it.  None  of  the  interested  parties  being  willing  to  pay  more  than  a 
trifle  for  the  destruction  of  my  lot,  the  County  Commissioners  re- 
fused to  pay  for  the  same  out  of  the  county  treasury,  and  then  the 
thing  failed. 

On  that  addition  being  annexed  to  the  city,  one  year  ago,  the 
same  parties  renewed  their  application  to  the  Common  Council. 
Their  petition  was  referred  to  the  City  Commissioners,  who,  after  a 
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faithful  investigation,  reported  it  inexpedient  to  open  said  street, 
owing  to  the  great  value  of  the  lot,  and  the  fact  that  none  of  the 
property-holders  in  that  vicinity  were  willing  to  pay  more  than  a 
small  part  of  the  damages,  and  that  application  failed. 

Some  time  in  March  last,  I  determined  to  build  me  a  residence  on 
said  lot,  and  for  that  purpose  I  took  out  a  permit  from  the  City  Clerk 
to  build  a  first  class  brick  building,  at  a  cost  of  $18,000,  and  on  the 
same  day,  I  contracted  with  the  Messrs.  Fatouts  to  erect  the  rear 
part  of  said  house  for  which  I  am  to  pay  them  $3,850,  the  walls  of 
which  are  now  up,  and  I  have  no  legal  right  to  stop  them  from  the 
completion  of  said  house  without  payment  of  damages. 

In  a  week  or  ten  days  after  taking  out  the  permit  and  commencing 
said  building,  the  same  parties  filed  another  application  for  the  open- 
ing of  said  street,  which  is  now  pending  before  the  City  Commission- 
ers. Should  said  street  be  extended  through  my  premises,  it  will 
leave  a  narrow  strip  on  the  south  of  said  street,  36  feet  on  Meridian 
street,  tapering  back  to  a  width  of  14  feet  at  the  rear,  and  leaving  an- 
other strip  on  the  north,  fronting  on  Meridian  street,  about  14  feet,  and 
36  feet  wide  in  the  rear,  so  that  the  two  strips  of  my  lot  left  will  be  totally 
useless  and  valueless  to  me.  When  the  rear  of  the  house  I  am  now 
building  is  completed,  which  will  be  inside  of  forty  days,  my  prop- 
erty will  be  worth  not  less  than  $12,730.  I  now  have  a  standing 
offer  of  $11,500  for  it  from  a  responsible  gentleman. 

I  have  in  remonstrating  against  the  destruction  of  my  property, 
given  you  the  facts  about  the  annoyances  and  vexations  I  have 
suffered  at  the  hands  of  a  few  pestiferous  individuals,  who  wish  to  en- 
hance the  value  of  their  own  property  by  the  destruction  of  mine. 
I  have  also  thought  it  expedient  to  give  you  the  facts  as  to  the  value 
of  my  property,  in  order  that  you  may  know  in  advance  something 
about  the  expenses  of  the  extension  of  5th  street  about  500  feet.  If 
the  City  Council  is  willing  to  pay  me  what  is  a  "just  compensa- 
tion," as  required  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of 
this  State  for  the  destruction  of  my  property,  I  shall  not  complain, 
but  if  you  are  not  willing  to  make  me  such  compensation.  I  think  it 
is  due  to  me  that  the  City  Council  shall  not  permit  me  to  be  annu- 
ally harrassed  and  put  to  expense  in  defending  my  property  against 
attempts  to  make  streets.

G-entlemen — The  Chw  Commissioners  have  considered  the  peti- 
tion for  the   opening   of  Market  street   from    Arsenal  avenue  to  the 
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Corporation  Line,  referred  to  us  by  your  honorable  body,  and,  after 
inspection  of  the  premises,  we  report  it  back  for  further  instructions, 
or  for  an  amended  petition  and  order  of  reference. 

Under  the  present  order  we  are  required  to  assess  the  benefits  and 
damages  of  such  opening,  but  the  order  gives  no  width  location  or 
direction  for  the  proposed  street,  to  guide  our  action.

Gentlemen — The  undersigned,  City  Attorney,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred tne  majority  and  minority  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Rail- 
roads, in  relation  to  the  occupancy  of  Georgia  street,  between  West 
and  Helen  streets,  by  the  side-tracks  of  the  Indianapolis  &  St.  Louis 
Railroad  Company,  with  instructions  to  report  as  to  the  power  of 
the  Council  to  remove  the  switches,  reports  that  he  has  examined 
both  reports,  and  also  the  ordinance  j)ermitting  said  company  to  con- 
struct two  side-tracks  on  Georgia  street,  between  the  east  side  of 
West  street  and  the  west  side  of  Helen  street,  in  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis. 

The  Common  Council  had,  undoubtedly,  the  power  to  pass  said  or- 
dinance, and,  unless  the  construction  of  the  side-tracks  or  switches 
would  virtually  vacate  the  street  at  that  point,  by  so  obstructing  it 
as  to  deprive  the  citizens,  and  especially  the  owners  of  lots  bordering 
or  abutting  on  the  street  where  obstructed  of  the  use  thereof  as  a 
public  highway,  and  if  the  street  is  not  so  obstructed,  it  would 
have  the  appearance  of  bad  faith,  if  after  the  acceptance  of  the 
ordinance,  and  compliance  with  its  terms  and  conditions  by  the 
Railroad  Company,  the  Common  Council  should  cause  the  side- 
tracks or  switches  to  be  removed.  Yet  the  weight  of  authority 
seems  to  be  that  a  Common  Council  cannot  pass  an  irrepeable  ordi- 
nance of  the  character  of  that  under  consideration.  Avhich  the  law 
presumes  is  known  not  only  to  the  citizen. but  to  corporations  as 
well. 
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But,  if  the  side-tracks  so  obstruct  the  street  as  to  deprive  the  pub- 
lic of  the  use  thereof  as  a  public  highway,  the  ordinance  authorizing 
such  obstruction  is  invalid. 

"  Attempts  have  frequently  been  made  by  ligisliitive  enactments 
to  divert  public  ptoperty  from  the  objects  to  which  it  had  been  dedi- 
cated, and  as  often  have  such  acts  been  held  to  be  invalid,  when 
found  to  infringe  upon  private  rights/'  Haynes  v.  Thomas,  7  Ind. 
43,  and  authorities  there  cited. 

"  The  right  to  use  a  street,  in  a  town,  adjoining  a  lot  abutting  upon 
it,  is  as  much  property  as  the  lot  itself;  and  the  legislature  has  as 
little  power  to  use  the  one  as  the  other."  Haynes  v.  Thomas,  supra. 
Tate  v.  The  Ohio  &  Mississippi  B.  B.  Co.     7  Ind.  480. 

*  *  *  "  The  legislature  have  no  power  to  authorize,  in 
any  case,  either  a  direct  or  consequential  injury  to  private  property 
without  compensation  to  the  owner.'1  The  Evansville  &  Crawfordsville 
B.  B.  Co.  v  Dick.     0  Ind.  436. 

The  foregoing  is  supported  by  authorities  too  numerous  to  cite. 

The  undersigned  is  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  Common 
Council  may,  in  its  discretion,  either  cause  the  side-tracks  or  switches 
to  be  removed,  or  leave  the  parlies  to  their  remedy  at  law.

We  most  respectfully,  but  earnestly  ask 
your  honorable  body  to  pass  an  ordinance  to  bowlder  the  gutter  on 
the  east  side  of  Delaware  street,  from  Virginia  avenue  to  Wyoming 
street,  where  the  same  has  not  been  bowldered,  and  also  to  curb  the 
said  sidewalk  with  good  stone,  five  inches  thick,  and  to  pave  said 
sidewalk  with  with  good,  smooth,  hard-burnt  brick,  for  which  we 
will  continue  to  ask,  as  a  matter  of  right,  until  such  improvement  is 
made.

Gentlemen — Your  Committee  on  Parks,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
communication  of  Alfred  Harrison,  have  to  report  that  we  have  ex- 
amined all  the  parks  of  the  City,  and  find  Military  Park,  (the  only 
one  open  now  to  the  public)  in  good  condition — and,  although  lack- 
ing sufficient  quantity  of  shade  in  order  to  make  the  grounds  every 
way  desirable  as  a  place  of  resort  at  present.  Yet,  it  is  our  opinion, 
that,  with  a  continuation  of  the  present'  careful  management,  under 
Mr.  Merritt,  it  will,  in  a  few  years,  become  not  only  an  ornamental 
but  valuable  addition  to  the  city,  with  its  now  rapidly  iucreasing 
population. 

Our  examination  of  both  University  Square  and  Circle,  was  with 
a  view  of  having  them  also  thrown  open  to  the  public ;  but  regret  to 
report  that  it  is  our  unanimous  opinion,  as  also  that  of  Mr.  Harrison, 
with  whom  we  consulted,  that  their  present  conditfon  does  not  justify 
such  proceedings.  Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  little 
more  money,  and  a  good  deal  more  care  and  labor  are  neces- 
sary in  order  to  the  growth  of  the  trees  and  shrubbery.  We, 
therefore,  recommend  that  Mr.  Alfred  Harrison  be  appointed  a  Com- 
missioner of  Parks  for  University  Square  and  the  Circle,  with  in- 
structions to  employ  help  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
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dollars  for  this  year,  and  that  he  be  allowed  to  use  his  own  judgment 
as  to  the  manner  of  beautifying  the  grounds,  and  promoting  the 
growth  of  the  trees,  grass  and  shrubbery.

Gentlemen — In  response  to  the  wishes  of  the  workingmen  a  series 
of  Saturday  Night  Concerts  will  be  arranged,  commencing  promptly 
at  7J  P.  M.,  and  continuing  two  hours.  The  first  of  the  series  will 
be  given  on  Saturday  Evening  next.  To  keep  these  conterts  in 
active  operation  until  October  the  6th,  including  one  on  the  evening 
of  tne  4th  of  July  will  necessitate  the  giving  of  twenty  concerts, 
which  at  an  average  expense  of  $35.00  nightly  amounts  to  $700.00. 
It  is  proposed  that  of  this  amount  the  city  pay  one-half,  and  the  citi- 
the  remainder.  In  Columbus,  Ohio.  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  special  municipal  appropriations  are  made  each  season, 
and  in  Cincinnati  two  bands  have  weekly  contracts  at  higher  prices 
than  we  ask,  for  a  term  too  far  beyond  the  one  proposed,  and  without 
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any  expense  to  the  public  except  in  trivial  addenda  of  increased  tax- 
ation. This  plan  would  have  been  adopted  here,  but  for  the  fact  that 
that  our  parks  are  all  in  the  north  side  of  town,  and  therefore  it  was 
thought  that  local  opposition  might  defeat  any  appropriation  sought 
for  if  all  were  asked.  The  citizens  of  the  west  end  almost  unaided, 
gave  the  entire  series  last  season  at  their  own  expense  to  audiences 
composed  of  residents  in  all  of  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  from 
the  extreme  north,  south  and  east,  persons  came  and  went  away 
delighted,  while  the  residents  in  the  vicinity  of  our  parks  will  be 
personally  solicited  to  subscribe.

G-entlemen — In  compliance  with  the  City  Charter  and  Ordinances, 
I  herewith  most  respectfully  present  for  your  consideration  my  report 
as  Chif  Fire  Engineer,  for  the  year  ending  May  15th,  1871.

The  condition  of  the  department  I  am  proud  to  say,  is  excellent, 
and  will  rank  favorably  with  any  city  of  like  population  in  the 
United  States. 

The  department  during  the  year  has  been  called  out  95  times,  and 
have  worked  on  53  fires,  there  being  4  false  alarms  and  38  small  fires 
where  the  engines  were  not  required. 

The  loss  of  property  by  fires  has  been  $70,240.00.  Insurance 
on  same  $53,025.00,  the  loss  over  insurance  being  $17,215.00.  The 
expenditures  of  the  department  in  full  has  been  $26,158.75,  from 
which  deduct  $2,846.00  for  hose  purchased.  Amount  paid  for  offi- 
cers and  members  in  the  department,  $18,250.00,  feed,  $1,474.00, 
Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  $487.50,  making  current  expenses  $5,062.75. 

The  following  is  the  No.  of  Engines,  Hose  Keels  and  other  apparatus 
belonging  to  the  department.  Five  Steam  Engines,  six  Hose  Reels, 
one  Hook  and  Ladder  Wagon,  one  Steam  Pump,  and  one  old  Wagon. 
Four  Engines  are  in  good  condition.  The  old  No.  1  is  worn  out  and 
unfit  for  use.  I  would  reccommend  that  the  same  be  sold  for  what- 
ever it  will  bring,  and  if  we  cannot  sell  it  to  tear  it  to  pieces  and  sell 
the  same  for  old  iron.  The  longer  it  is  on  hand  the  less  it  will  be 
worth  to  the  city.  Four  of  the  Hose  Eeels  are  in  good  order.  The 
No.  1  Hose  Reel  will  need  some  light  repairs,  the  other  is  a  small 
four  wheeled  reel.  I  think  we  can  have  it  repaired  for  about  one 
hundred  bollars,  and  it  would  then  take  the  place  of  a  new  reel  to  run 
with  the  water  works  in  the  central  part  of  the  city.  I  would  also 
reccommend  the  purchase  of  a  new  Hook  and  Ladder  Wagon  with 
all  the  ladders,  hooks  and  other  apparatus  belonging  to  a  first-class 
Hook  and  Ladder  Wagon.  The  cost  would  be  about  $1,200,  as  the 
old  one  is  nearly  worn  out  and  the  ladders  too  short  for  many  of  the 
buildings  in  the  city.  There  is  but  one  that  will  reach  a  three  story 
building.  The  wagon  and  ladders  have  been  in  use  from  12  to  14 
years,  and  were  made  when  a  three  story  building  was  considered  a 
very  high  house  in  this  city,  and  in  case  of  fires  in  many  of  our  large 
blocks  or  hotels  we  would  be  unable  to  get  a  stream  of  water  in  the 
upper  stories,  or  if  a  fire  should  be  in  one  of  our  large  hotels  we 
would  be  unable  to  rescue  persons  from  the  upper  stories  as  in 
Richmond,  Virginia  in  the  fire  of  a  hotel  some  time  ago,  there  was  a 
serious  loss  of  life,  occasioned  by  the  want  of  a  sufficient  number  of 
ladders  of  proper  length  to  rescue  persons  from  the  upper  stories.  I 
would  also  ask  the  purchase  of  a   one  horse  wagon  for  the  use  of  the 
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department  for  hauling  saw  dust,  kindling  wood  and  other  uses  for 
department,  as  the  old  wagon  is  worn  out,  and  is  unsafe  and  not 
worth  repairing.  The  cost  of  a  new  one  would  not  exceed  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  We  have  in  the  department  about 
6000  feet  of  hose,  2800  feet  of  which  was  bought  during  the  last  term 
of  Charles  Eichmond,  and  2000  feet  was  purchased  in  1870,  1000  feet 
is  old  hose,  and  it  will  not  stand  heavy  pressure. 

We  have  in  the  department  14  horses,  12  of  which  are  good,  and 
two  are  old  and  unfit  for  fire  duty,  and  these  should  be  sold  and 
others  purchased  in  their  places. 

I  have  sold  during  the  year  five  horses  unfit  for  use  in  the  depart - 
mant,  4  of  the  old  ones  I  sold  for  $400,  the  other  one  I  bought  for  $175. 
and  sold  him  for  $200,  he  being  too  small  for  our  use,  I  paid  for  two 
roans,  $425,  for  the  pair,  one  bay  horse,  $200,  one  sorrel,  $225,  these 
are  all  first-class  horses.  Most  of  the  harness  is  very  old,  having 
been  in  use  10  or  11  years,  and  it  is  getting  unsafe  for  our  use.  I  ask 
permission  to  to  sell  or  trade  it  for  new  harness,  where  new  is 
necessary.     I  can  make  the  change  at  about  $25  a  set. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  great  want  of  additional  telegraph 
alarm  boxes,  in  the  new  additions  to  the  city,  in  some  parts  it  is  more 
than  a  mile  to  an  alarm  box,  and  the  change  of  our  present  style  of 
alarm  boxes  to  the  automatic  alarm  box.  There  has  been  several 
fires  during  the  last  year,  where  there  was  great  delay  caused  by  the 
firemen  not  knowing  where  to  go,  as  in  the  fire  at  Ingrain  Fletcher's 
Stable  and  the  fire  of  J.  B.  Cleaveland's,  where  the  west  engine  went 
east  and  the  east  engine  went  west  and  the  fire  was  only  found  by- 
seeing  the  smoke. 

I  have  sold  during  the  year,  horses  and  old  hose  belonging  to  the 
department  for  the  sum  of  $680.50,  and  have  paid  the  same  over  to 
the  City  Treasurer  and  taken  his  receipt  for  the  same. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  allow  me  to  extend  you  my  most  heart- 
felt and  sincere  thanks  for  your  kindness  shown  me  in  my  effort  to 
discharge  my  duty  as  Chief  Fire  Engineer,  the  past  year,  and 
especially  to  Messrs.  Marsee,  Thai  man  and  Reagan,  Committee  on 
Fire  Department,  for  their  kindness  and  co-operation  in  the  discharge 
of  my  duties  as  such,  and  also  the  members  of  the  department,  one 
all,  I  am  under  lasting  obligations  for  the  able  and  efficient  manner 
in  which  they  have  all  discharged  their  official  duties.

Gentlemen — Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of 
removing  the  lamp  post  on  Maryland  street,  between  Ellis  and  Hel- 
len  streets,  beg  leave  to  report  that  in  their  opinion  the  public  inter- 
est would  not  be  bettered  by  the  change  asked  for. 

Your  committee  would  also  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  tho 
fact  that  the  expense  in  the  way  of  repairs,  occasioned  by  breakage 
of  public  lamps  and  posts  of  the  city,  has  been,  within  the  last  few 
years,  very  largely  increased,  and  we  think  unnecessarily  so. 

The  breakage  of  lamps,  as  far  as  we  are  able  to  learn,  is  princi- 
pally done  by  boys,  and  generally  in  the  neigborhood  of  some  school 
house — and  the  breakage  of  posts  is,  as  we  understand,  mainly  occa- 
sioned by  runaway  teams.  In  either  case,  it  is  our  opinion  that 
more  activity  should  be  displayed  in  the  effort  to  return  to  the  City 
Treasurer  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  from  the  offender.

And  1  ask  the  instruction  and  direction  of  your  honorable 
body  as  to  the  best  mode  of  getting  said  stock  on  the  present  dupli- 
cate, as  very  few  of  the  shareholders  have  given  in  their  stock  on 
their  personal  lists,  under  the  impression  that  it  would  be  given  in 
as  a  whole  by  the  Company.

To  William  Hadley,  City  Assessor  : 

*   Sir — You  ask  me  for  my  opinion  in  answer  to  the  following   ques- 
tions : 

1.  Whether  the  stock  of  the  Indianapolis  Insurance  and  Banking 
Company  is  taxable? 

2.  Whether  such  stock  should  be  given  in  by  the  officers  as  a 
whole,  or  by  the  individual  shareholders  ? 

3.  Whether  the  shareholders  of  said  Company  living  out  of  the 
city  should  pay  a  corporation  tax? 

4.  Whether  the  real  estate  owned  by  said  joint  stock  company  is 
exempted  from  taxation — and,  if  not,  whether  it  should  be  appraised 
and  taxed  as  other  real  estate? 

5.  And  if  said  real  estate  should  be  so  taxed,  how  are  the  individ- 
ual shareholders  to  determine  what  part  of  their  stock  is  thus  in- 
vested ? 

In  answer  to  the  above,  I  will  say  that  I  have  not  had  sufficient 
time  to  give  the  matter  a  satisfactory  investigation,  yet  I  will  ven- 
ture the  following  : 

For  answer  to  the  first  question,  I  would  say,  the  stock  is  taxable. 

For  answer  to  the  second  question,  I  would  say,  that  the  first  sec- 
tion of  an  act,  entitled,  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  assessment  and 
collection  of  taxes  on  the  shares  of  stock  owned  in  banks  and  bank- 
ing associations  doing  business  in  this  State,"  approved  March  15, 
1867,  provides,  "that  the  shares  of  capital  stock  owned  and  held  by 
any  person  or  body  corporate  in  any  bank  or  banking  association 
chartered  or  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  *  *  >:<  and 
having  its  banking  house  or  place  of  business  in  this  State,  shall  be 
taxed  at  the  place  where  such  bank  or  banking  association  is  or  may 
be  located,  at  the  same  rate  that  is  or  may  be  assessed  on  other  taxa- 
ble personal  property  in  the  hands  of  individuals  in  this  State." 
Acts  1867,  page  216. 

The  second  section  of  the  same  act  provides  that  "the  President  or 
Cashier  of  every  bank  or  banking  association  contemplated  by  the 
first  section,  *  *  *  shall  make  out  a  statement  in  writing  under 
oath,  of  the  name  of  each  stockholder  in  such  bank  or  banking  asso- 
ciation, with  the  number  of  shares  owned  by  such  stockholder  in 
such  bank  or  banking  association,  and  the  cash  value  of  such   stock, 
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on  the  first  day  of  January  preceding  the  time  of  making  such  state- 
ment, and  shall  deliver  such  statement  to  the  Auditor  of  the  County 
wherein  such  bank  or  banking  association  has  its  bank  or  place  of 
business,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  of  each  year." 

Section  third,  of  said  act.  provides  that  on  failure  of  any  President 
or  Cashier  to  make  and  return  said  statement  within  the  time  afore- 
said, the  Auditor  shall  summon  them  to  appear  before  him  forthwith 
with  the  books  of  such  bank  or  banking  association,  and  he  shall 
examine  them  under  oath,  and  make  such  investigation,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  such  bank  or  banking  association,  as  may  enable  him  to 
obtain  the  information  provided  for  in  the  second  section  of  said 
act. 

The  fourth  section  provides  that  on  receiving  the  statement  or 
information  provided  for  in  the  second  and  third  sections,  the  Aud- 
itor shall  proceed  to  enter  the  names  of  such  bank  or  banking 
association  on  tax  duplicate  of  the  current  year,  and  the  amount 
and  value  of  the  stock  held  or  owned  by  each  stockholder, 
respectively,  and  shall  assess  thereon  to  the  owner  or  holder  thereof, 
the  proper  amount  of  taxes,  according  to  the  rate  that  may  at  the 
the  time  be  chargeable  on  other  moneyed  capital  and  person  prop- 
erty subject  to  taxation. 

The  fitth  section  provides  that  the  amount  of  taxes  assessed  under 
said  act,  shall  be  paid  by  the  owners  or  holders  of  such  stock,  in  the 
same  manner  as  upon  other  personal  property. 

Section  sixth  of  said  act  provides,  that  taxes  assessed  on  any  share 
or  shares  of  bank  stock  under  the  provisions  of  said  act,  shall  be  and 
remain  a  lien  thereon,  till  the  payment  of  such  lien  shall  attach  on 
the  first  day  of  January  of  the  year  for  which  the  assessment  was 
made,  and  every  transfer  of  such  stocks  shall  be  subject  to  such 
liens. 

Section  seventh  provides  that  the  sworn  statement  required  by  the 
second  section  of  said  act,  shall  be  made  after  the  year  1867,  within 
the  time  required  by  said  second  section. 

Section  eighth  provides  that  in  making  the  assessment,  and  ascer- 
taining the  value  of  an}^  shares  of  bank  stock  under  the  provisions 
of  said  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  deduct  from  the  gross  cash  value  of 
such  shares,  the  proper  proportionate  value  of  any  real  estate  held 
or  owned  by  any  such  bank  or  banking  association  in  this  State,  and 
taxed  under  the  laws  thereof,  in  which  any  part  of  the  capital  stock 
of  such  bank  or  banking  association,  may  be  invested,  and  in   mak- 
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ing  such   deduction,  the   valuation   of  such   real   estate  for   taxation 
shall  be  the  criterion. 

The  twenty-third  section  of  the  act  for  the  incorporation  of  cities, 
approved  March  14,  1807,  that  the  City  Clerk,  in  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  making  up  of  the  duplicate  tax  lists,  and  the  assessment  of 
taxes  thereon,  and  in  the  manner  of  entering  property  delinquent 
for  taxes,  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  defining  the  duties  of  County 
Auditors,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable,  and  not  otherwise 
in  said  act  provided  for. 

Section  twenty -five,  of  the  said  act  for  the  incorporation  of  cities, 
provides  that  the  City  Assessor  and  his  assistants  shall  have  the 
same  powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  provisions  of  the  same 
laws  as  the  assessor  of  personal  property  for  State  and  County  pur- 
poses. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  stock  of  the  Indianapolis  In- 
surance Co.  should  not  be  given  as  a  whole,  but  a  list  of  the  stockhold- 
ers, with  the  number  and  value  of  the  shares  owned  by  each,  should 
be  furnished  by  the  President  or  Cashier  as  required  by  the  second 
and  third  sections  of  the  act  first  above  referred  to. 

To  the  third  question,  I  answer,  that  the  owners  of  stock,  living 
out  of  the  city,  should  pay  a  corporation  tax. 

To  the  fourth  question,  that  the  real  estate  owned  by  the  company 
should  be  appraised  and  taxed  against  the  company,  as  other  real  es- 
tate is  appraised  and  taxed  against  individuals. 

For  an  answer  to  the  fifth  question,  I  would  say,  that  the  eighth 
section  of  the  act  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  taxes  on  the  shares 
of  stock  owned  in  banks,  &c,  already  referred  to,  points  out  precisely 
how  the  amount  of  stock  invested  in  real  estate  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  value  of   tne  stock   charged  against  the  individual   owner.

The  undersigned,  your  petitioners,  would  respectfully  show  to 
your  Honorable  Body  that  they  are  the  sole  owners  and  operators 
of  the  Union  Starch  Factory  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis ;  that  at  the 
last  regular  meeting  of  your  honorable  body,  a  motion,  previously 
introduced,  was  adopted,  ordering  the  City  Marshal  to  notify  said 
starch  factory  to  "  cease  emptying  their  offal  and  water  into  Pogue 
Bun  .*  *  *  after  five  days  service  of  such  notice  ;"  that  said  notice 
was  served  by  said  Marshal  on  yesterday,  June  13  ;  and  if  your  peti- 
tioners should  be  compelled. to  cease  operations  at  the  expiration  of 
said  five  days  from  the  date  of  said  notice,  it  would  work  a  very 
great  hardship  upon  them,  and  cause  them  great  loss  and  damage, 
as  will  hereinafter  more  fully  appear. 

At  the  time  of,  and  before  receiving  the  notice  above  referred  to, 
your  petitioners  were  preparing  to  cease  operations  for  this  season, 
not  having  purchased  any  corn  to  be  manufactured  into  starch  for 
weeks  previous  thereto  ;  and  but  for  the  breakage  of  certain  of  their 
machinery,  would  have  ceased  work  for  this  summer  by  the  middle 
of  the  present  month.  That  they  have  large  orders  out  to  be  filled, 
and  now  have,  and  had  at  the  time  of  receiving  said  notice,  over(3.000) 
three  thousand  bushels  of  corn  in  soak,  over  3,000  bushels  in  vats;  and 
that  now  in  process  of  being  ground,  several  hundred  bushels,  making 
in  all  between  six  and  eight  thousand  bushels  of  corn  now  unfitted  for 
any  other  purpose  than  to  be  made  into  starch,  which  would  become 
worthless  or  nearly  so;  on  the  hands  of  your  petitioners  if  they  should 
be  prevented  from  manufacturing  the  same  into  starch,  as  was  intend- 
ed. Your  petitioners  would  further  show,  that  if  not  interfered  with 
and  if  allowed  to  run  said  factory  three  weeks  longer,  they  will  have 
converted  the  corn  above  refered  to  (and  which  is  spoiled  for  any 
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other  purpose,)  into  starch,  and  thus  be  saved  from  an  immediate  loss 
of  from  $4,000  to  $6,000  which  they  would  certainly  sustain,  if  com- 
pelled to  cease  operations  now. 

Wherefore,  by  reason  of  the  premises,  your  petitioners  most  re 
spectfully  request  your  Honorable  body  to  rescind  the  order  made  on 
last  Monday  evening,  requiring  in  effect,  your  petitioners  to  cease 
operations  in  five  days;  and  ask  permission  to  operate  said  factory  for 
the  time  herein  mentioned,  for  the  purposes  herein  set  forth.     And

The 
gutters  are  so  nearly  level  that  the  water  stands  in  them,  and  at  sev- 
eral places  runs  over  the  sidewalks  into  the  adjoining  property. 

The  water  on  Liberty  st.,  both  from  the  north  and  south,  runs  into 
New  York  street ;    the  only  outlet  is  at  Noble  street. 

The  most  feasible  remedy  is  to  raise  the  grade  about  three  inches 
at  Liberty  street,  and  run  the  water  from  that  point  to  East  and 
Noble  streets,  making  a  summit  at  Liberty  street. 

To  do  this,  it  will  be  necessary  to  repair  New  York  street  and 
sidewalks  with  gravel,  from  East  street  to  Noble  street,  as  the 
gravel  will  not  be  a  uniform  depth,  either  on  the  street  or  side- 
walks.

Sir  : — I  have  examined  the  petition  of  Andrew  Wallace  and  oth- 
ers, asking  the  Common  Council  to  pass  an  ordinance  providing  for 
the  sprinkling  of  Delaware  street,  between  St.  Clair  and  Market  sts., 
from  June  1st,  to  October  20th,  1871,  consecutively,  the  cost  thereof 
to  be  charged  to  the  property-holders  on  said  street,  etc. 

In  my  opinion  the  Common  Council  has  no  power  to  pass  the  ordi- 
nance petitioned  for.  It  is  not  embraced  in  either  of  the  powers 
mentioned  in  the  53d  Section  of  the  Act  for  the  Incorporation  of 
Cities,  approved  March  14,  1867. 

I  am  asked  to  give  an  opinion  as  to  the  way  in  which  said  street 
may  bd  sprinkled,  etc.,  and  how  the  expense  thereof  should  be  paid. 

By  the  3d  section  of  an  ordinance  passed  January  3, 1870,  entitled  : 
"An  ordinance  authorizing  the  Water  Works  Company,  of  Indian- 
apolis, to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  water  works,  and  supply 
water  to  the  city  and  citizens  of  Indianapolis  ;  defining  their  powers 
and  privileges,  and  prescribing  their  duties.  It  is  provided  that 
the  Company  shall  supply  the  city,  upon  the  several  streets  and 
avenues  in  which  pipes  and  conduits  may  be  laid,  and  in  such  cis- 
terns and  localities  of  the  same  as  the  city  may  conduct  the  same  to, 
such  quantity  of  water  as  may  be  required  by  the  City  Council  for 
public  use,  drainage  and  fire  purposes,  and  to  that  end  said  Company 
shall  erect  and  attach  as  many  hydrants  or  fire  plugs,  as  the  City 
Council  may  direct,  and  from  the  same  the  city  may  draw  all  water 
necessary  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  wash- 
ing, cleansing,  cooling,  flushing  or  sprinkling  the  streets,  pavements, 
gutters,  alleys,  sewers  and  public  grounds.         *         *         *         * 

"  The  Company  shall  furnish  water  to  the  city  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  betwen  the  City  Council  and 
Company.  The  Company  shall  have  the  right  to  charge  the  city 
and  citizens  thereof  for  such  water  as  may  be  supplied,  as  much  as 
the  average  price  paid  by  other  cities  of  the  United  States  and  citi- 
zens thereof,  of  like  population,  that  are  supplied  with  as  efficient 
water  works.  ^jc^:^^^^^^^ 

"  But  in  no  event  shall  the  city  be  charged  more  than  fifty  dollars 
per  annum  for  each  hydrant  or  fire  plug." 
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From  the  above  it  seems  to  me  the  conclusion  is  certain,  that  as 
soon  as  the  city  obtains  the  right  to  use  the  hydrants  or  fire  plugs 
on  any  street,  the  Council  may  by  resolution,  authorize  the  citizens 
on  such  street,  to  draw  from  thence  all  water  necessary  for  the 
sprinkling  of  the  street,  the  city  in  no  case  to  pay  for  the  labor.

Gentlemen — The  City  Commissioners  have  considered  the  open- 
ing of  Fifth  street,  from  its  present  east  end,  through  lot  12,  in  St. 
Clair's  addition  to  Meridian  street,  and  after  inspection  of  the  prem- 
ises, submit  the  following  assessment  of  damages  and  benefits. 

This  case  has  been  presented  several  times  for  assessment,  and 
Some  ill  feeling  has  been  caused  among  the  property-holders  during 
the  time  the  improvement  has  been  mooted.  It  was  difficult  from 
the  first  to  make  an  assessment  on  it,  from  the  fact  that  Wm.  Hend- 
erson owned  narrow  strips  on  either  side  of  the  proposed  street,  and 
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considered  alone  and  without  any  reference  to  the  property  behind 
them,  it  was  almost  impossible  to  assess  these- strips  properly.  To 
add  to  the  difficulty,  he  has  now  almost  completed  a  brick  house  on 
the  line  of  the  street.  If  this  had  not  been  done,  the  trouble  of 
adjusting  the  matter  would  have  been  less,  and  the  expense  to  him- 
self, to  his  neighboas  and  to  the  city,  would  be  much  diminished.  If 
Mr.  Henderson  and  Messrs.  Condit  &  Barbour,  could  have  arrived  at 
some  compromise,  the  street  might  have  long  ago  been  opened,  with 
practically  no  loss  to  any  of  them,  but  with  the  improvement  now 
on  it,  the  expense,  loss  and  trouble  to  the  parties  interested  must  be 
increased. 

If  the  lots  now  held  by  Messrs.  Condit,  Henderson  &  Barbour, 
belonged  to  either  one  of  them  alone,  it  would  be  easy  to  estimate 
the  damages  and  benefits  from  the  opening  of  the  street.  The 
ground  being  about  410  feet  deep,  there  would  be  about  200  feet 
frontage  on  each  side  of  the  new  street,  at  the  rear  end  of  the 
ground,  which  would  then  first  become  available  for  building  pur- 
poses, and  the  value  of  this  new  frontage  at  a  low  estimate,  would 
more  than  offset  the  value  of  the  60  foot  strip  fronting  on  Meridian 
street,  which  would  be  taken  for  the  new  street.  This  increased 
value  would  even  largely  pay  for  the  improvement  since  placed  on 
the  ground.  The  opening  of  the  street  would  make  the  ground  more 
valuable  than  before,  for  the  owner  could  lay  off  a  row  of  fine  build- 
ing lots  on  each  side  of  the  street,  and  make  valuable  a  tract  of 
ground  now  entirely  shut  off  and  comparatively  useless.  We  are,  of 
course,  looking  to  the  future  as  well  as  the  present  uses  and  value  of 
the  ground,  for  we  are  opening  the  street  for  the  use  of  the  public 

If  the  above  view  is  correct  in  case  the  ground  was  held  by  only 
in  the  future. 

one  person,  it  must  be  correct,  though  as  in  the  present  case  it  is 
held  by  those  persons;  but  the  difficulty  is  to  proportion  the  bene- 
fits to  be  taxed  in  a  just  manner  between  them.  The  damages  will 
be  sustained  entirely  by  Mr.  Henderson's  lot  and  improvements, 
while  his  strips  and  the  lots  of  Messrs.  Barbour  &  Condit,  back  of 
them,  will  share  the  benefits  to  an  unequal  degree.  If  lots  are  laid 
off  on  each  side  of  the  street,  as  above  stated,  it  would  require  the 
strips  belonging  to  Mr.  Henderson,  and  portions  of  Mr.  Condit's 
ground  on  one  side,  and  of  Mr.  Barbour's  on  the  other,  to  form  such 
lots.  We  must  therefore  proportion  the  beneffts  between  them  as 
nearly  as  possible  according  to  their  respective  interests.  As  Mr. 
Henderson  will  hold  all  the  frontage  of  the  proposed  lots,  and  Mr- 
Barbour  and  Mr.  Condit  cannot  possibly  reach  the  street,  or  make 
their  property  available  without  buying  the  frontage,  we  think   Mr. 
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Henderson  has  much  the  most  valable  interest,  notwithstanding  its 
small  amount  in  space,  and  that  he  should  therefore  be  taxed  much 
more  heavily  than  the  others.  -On  the  other  hand,  though  he  may- 
hold  the  key  to  the  position,  he  cannot  make  his  interest  fully  avail- 
able without  the  aid  of  Messrs.  Condit  &  Barbour;  we  therefore 
think  they  also,  are  directly  interested,  and  should  be  taxed  with  a 
due  proportion  of  the  benefits.  We  have  endeavored  to  adjust  the 
relative  portions  of  these  benefits  among  the  parties,  (as  shown  in 
the  schedule,)  according  to  our  best  judgment.  We  may  have  erred 
in  our  estimates,  but  the  case  has  been  a  difficult  and  laborious  one 
to  settle,  and  at  the  best,  a  very  thankless  one,  no  matter  how  it 
may  be  adjusted. 

On  the  rule  we  have  adopted,  if  Messrs.  Barbour  &  Condit,  or  their 
future  assigns,  reach  the  street,  as  we  think  they  will  be  compelled 
to  do,  they  must  pay  to  Mr.  Henderson  the  value  of  the  strip  which 
he  holds  in  front,  together  with  all  benefits  assessed  against  them. 
These  sums,  togethrr  with  the  sums  taxed  against  Messrs.  Condit  & 
Barbour,  as  present  benefits,  will,  in  the  aggregate,  almost  pay  the 
damages  assessed,  and  when  they  reach  the  street  by  such  purchase, 
they  will  have  paid  benefits  almost  as  if  they  had  owned  to  the  cen- 
ter of  the  street  at  the  start,  and  thus,  substantial  justice  is  ulti- 
mately done  to  all  parties. 

We  have  been  guided  by  the  foregoing  considerations  in  making 
the  following  assessment  of  the  benefits  and  damages,  placing  the 
residues  of  the  benfits  on  propert}^  west  on  the  extended  street.

Gentlemen — I  would  most  respectfully  protest  against  the  removal 
of  my  stairway,  on  Meridian  street.  I  believe  the  whole  thing  is 
only  a  matter  of  spite  of  R.  J.  Bright,  who  is  the  last  man  who  has 
any  ground  for  complaint  about  the  looks  of  my  building.  My 
building  compared  to  his  is  a  thing  of  beauty ;  it  has  all  the  modern 
style  with  fine  sand  stone  and  iron  trimings  over  the  doors  and 
windows ;  and  the  plan  was  gotten  up  by  Mr.  Hodgson,  one  of  the 
best  architects  in  the  state  ;  while  his  building  has  nothing  but 
turned  brick  arches  over  his  windows  and  brick  trimming  in  the 
real  old-fashioned  style  ;  and  my  stairway  is  only  3J  feet  wide,  fin- 
ished and  made  of  iron,  the  most  modern  style,  while  most  of  the 
stairways  of  the  city  are  four  to  six  feet,  and  not  near  so  well  or 
handsomely  gotten  up.  I  would  most  respectfully  ask  you  to 
rescind  your  action,  as  I  knew  nothing  of  it,  and  had  no  chance  to 
reply.  Messrs.  Traver  &  Close,  if  it  is  the  boxes  that  are  objected 
to,  which  seems  to  be  the  principal  cause  of  objection,  they  will 
remove  the  boxes  to  the  cellar,  the  first  of  this  week — they  will  re- 
move them  to-morrow.  There  are  at  least  ten  or  twelve  of  these  stair- 
ways in  the  city  ;  not  one  in  ten  is  as  well  gotten  up,  or  looks  as 
well  as  mine,  and  I  would  respectfully  ask  your  honorable  body  to 
suspend  the  order  and  appoint  a  committee  to  examine  all  in  the 
city,  or  let  mine  remain  until  the  others  are  ordered  removed.

Mr.  Craft,  from  the  Committee  on  Water  Works,  made  the 
following  report : 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  June  26,  1871. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen — We,  your  Committee  on  Water  Works,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  motion  to  lay  water  mains  on  Pennsylvania  street, 
from  ~New  York  street  to  St.  Joseph  street,  not  less  than  six  inches  in 
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diameter,  and  locating  five  hydrants,  would  report  the  same  back, 
and  recommend  its  adoption,  with  the  provision  that  the  Chief  Fire 
Engineer  locate  double  plugs  at  each  street  crossing.

The  City  Charter,  Sec.  84,  expressly  empowers  the  Common  Coun- 
cil, where  lots  have  been  laid  off  and  platted,  adjoining  such  city, 
and  a  record  of  the  same  is  made  in  the  Eecorder's  office,  to,  by  reso- 
lution, extend  the  boundary  of  such  city  so  as  to  include  such  lots ; 
and  the  lots  thus  annexed  shall  thereafter  form  a  part  of  such  city, 
etc.  But  there  is  no  provision  whereby  lots  once  annexed,  may  be 
excluded  from  the  city  limits.     And  I  am  of  opinion  that  after  the 
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resolution  of  annexation  may  have  been  executed  by  practically  ex- 
tending the  city  government  over  the  same,  there  is  no  powsr  in  the 
Council  to  revoke  or  modify  the  resolution  of  annexation.  But  I 
understand  that  in  respect  to  the  property  or  lots  mentioned  in  the 
petition,  the  case  stands  simply  upon  the  resolution  without  subse- 
quent action  on  the  part  of  the  Common  Council,  so  that  if  the  same 
was  excluded  from  the  city  limits,  everything  connected  therewith 
would  be  same  as  if  the  resolution  had  never  been  adopted.  I  am 
therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  resolution  may  be  modified  as  asked 
by  the  petitioner.

Gentlemen — Your  Committee  on  Fire  Department  would  respect- 
fully report  that  they  have,  in  connection  with  the  Chief  Fire 
Engineer,  recently  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment of  this  city,  and  find  that  to  make  it  as  complete  and  efficient 
as  it  should  he,  will,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  require  the 
following  changes  and  additions,  to-wit : 

First.  We  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  an  automatic  fire 
alarm  telegraph,  the  system  now  in  use  being  utterly  useless  and 
unreliable. 

Second.  The  hook  and  ladder  wagon  now  in  use  is  in  a  very 
unsafe  condition,  it  having  been  in  service  for  the  last  twelve  or 
fifteen  years.  The  longest  ladder  will  only  reach  to  the  top  of  a 
three-story  building.  We  would  therefore  recommend  the  purchase 
of  a  hook  and  ladder  wagon,  with  ladders  complete. 

Third.  It  will  require  the  purchase  of  two  additionl  hose  reels, 
with  1,000  feet  of  hose  to.  each  reel,  in  case  of  two  or  more  fires 
occurring  at  the  same  time,  as  was  the  case  not  long  since.  The 
want  of  hose  was  very  seriously  felt. 

Fourth.  We  would  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  light  deliv- 
ery wagon  for  the  use  of  the  Department,  the  one  now  in  use  being 
entirely  worn  out.  We  would  also  recommend  that  the  Chief  Fire 
Engineer  be  authorized  to  sell  the  old  Lee  &  Learned  fire  engine  for 
what  it  will  bring,  as  it  is  of  no  further  use  to  the  Department.

The  culvert  built  by  the  Union  Company,  last  year,  between  Penn- 
sylvania and  Delaware  streets,  is  the  next  smallest,  that  being  178 
feet. 

The  Washington  street  culvert  is  the  next  smallest,  that  being  203 
feet. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  structures  below  Washington  street 
should  not  be  made  any  smaller  than  the  culvert  at  Washington 
street.  Then,  if  they  are  kept  cleaned  out,  they  will  be  sufficient 
to  pass  the  water. 

The  Washington  street  culvert  and  the  culverts  between  Meridian 
and  Delaware  streets,  need  cleaning  out.  The  water  way  is  very 
much   obstructed  by  the  sand  and  trash  that  is  lodged  in  them.

Gentlemen — The  undersigned  would  respectfully  represent  to  your  honorable 
body,  that  they  are  the  owners  of  property  extending  one  hundred  feet  on  the 
north  side  of  Georgia  street,  between  Meridian  and  Pennsylvania  streets,  and 
that  under  an  ordinance  of  the  Common  Council,  which  was  passed  without  any 
petition  of  the  property  holders,  one,  John  T.  Macauley,  was  employed  to  lay 
down  a  pavement  of  concrete,  of  Lefler's  patent,  and  that  having  laid  a  part  of 
the  pavement  he  abandoned  the  work  for  a  time,  and  the  subscribers  supposed 
had  abandoned  it  finally;  but  lately  he  has  again  commenced  upon  the  work. 
The  subscribers  are  informed  and  believe  that  said  Macauley,  on  account  of  his 
failure  to  perform  the  work  within  the  time  within  which  he  engaged  to  perform 
the  same,  has  forfeited  his  right  to  recover  for  any  work  done  under  his  con- 
tract, and  they  protest  against  any  extension  of  the  time,  and  against  any  waiver 
of  the  forfeiture  on  the  part  of  the  Common  Council  for  the  following  reasons:

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Mr.  Cottrell  presented  the  following  : 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  August  7,  1871. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen — The  trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  desire  to  present  your  honor- 
able body  some  statements  and  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  public  charity  of 
which  you  have  given  us  charge. 

No  argument  is  necessary  to  show  that  a  public  hospital  is  essential  in  a  city 
such  as  Indianapolis.  Humanity,  justice,  and  the  true  interests  of  the  city 
.demand  that  where  poor  are  disabled  by  accident  or  prevented  by  disease  from 
pursuing  their  ordinary  avocations,  and  are  either  without  homes  or  without  the 
means  to  be  supported  and  properly  cared  for  there,  they  should  be  provided 
with  a  home  where  they  can  have  without  expense,  able  professional  services, 
good  food  and  nursing  and  pure  air;  in  short,  everything  that  can  best  increase, 
where  possible,  their  prompt  and  complete  recovery.  Nor  is  it  necessary  to 
argue  that  such  a  temporary  home  for  the  poor  should  be  supported  by  the  fixed 
revenues  from  the  public  treasury,  rather  than  be  dependent  upon  the  varying 
contributions  of  private  charity. 

The  founding  and  maintaining  of  our  City  Hospital  is  a  recognition  of  these 
truths.  And  yet,  in  some  respects,  the  Hospital  is  not  what  it  should  be ;  and 
to  your  wise  and  intelligent  liberality  we  look  for  continual  aid  in  making  im- 
portant improvements, 

In  the  first  place,  the  location  of  the  Hospital  we  believe  to  be  an  important 
one.  Without  specifying  other  reasons  for  this  opinion,  the  Hospital  is  remote 
from  the  centre  of  population  and  of  mechanical  industry,  almost  at  the  very 
edge  of  the  boundary  of  population  on  the  north-west  distant  from  any  street 
railroad  line,  not  on  any  present  thoroughfare,  it  is  not  even  connected  with  the 
nearest  by  a  graded  and  graveled  street;  this  difficulty  of  access  is  a  strong  argu- 
ment against  the  location. 

It  is  an  erroneous  opinion,  not  to  say  a  foolish  and  ignorant  prejudice,  which 
regards  a  hospital  as  a  pest-house,  a  poisonous  centre  from  which  emanates 
infection  and  contagion  to  those  living  in  its  vicinity,  properly  constructed  and 
well-managed  ;  though  located  centrally  and  on  one  of  our  chief  streets,  it  would 
in  any  just  estimate,  enhance  rather  than  depreciate  the  value  of  property  situ- 
ated near  it. 

Ultimately  we  believe  a  change  in  location  will  be  required ;  the  sooner,  just 
regard  being  had  to  the  condition  of  the  city  finances,  this  change  is  made  the 
better. 

But  in  its  present  location  we  suggest  that  access  to  the  Hospital  be  made 
easier,  first  by  having  the  streets  immediately  connecting  it  with  Indiana  avenue, 
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graded  and   gravelled;  and  secondly,  that  some  one  be  employed  to   remove- 
thither  patients  who  wish  the  benefits  of  the  Hospital. 

The  building  needs  important  improvements. 

The  former  portion,  designed  as  a  temporary  structure,  is  out  of  repair ;  unless 
important  repairs  are  made,  it  will  be  impossible  to  keep  the  wards  properly- 
warmed  in  the  winter. 

Bath-rooms  and  water-closets  are  very  much  needed.  The  importance,  the 
absolute  necessity,  of  these  for  a  hospital,  need  not  be  urged. 

Tables,  chairs  and  stands  are  needed  in  the  wards.  Even  these  procured,  these 
wards  will  have  a  gloomy  and  cheerless  look.  And  here  permit  us  to  make  one 
or  two  suggestions  to  the  kind-hearted  and  benevolent  men  and  women  of 
Indianapolis:  You  have  it  in  your  power  to  do  much  for  the  unfortunate  sons 
and  daughters  Jof  want,  whom  accident' or  disease  has  overtaken,  and  this  you 
can  do  without  any  great  sacrifice  on  your  part.  How  many  of  you  have  clothing, 
pictures  or  engravings,  and  books,  that  you  could, give  away  and  be  none  the 
poorer,  but  richer  by  the  consciousness  of  doing  good  and  contributing  to  the- 
happiness  of  others?  Many  of  the  patients  come  without  a  single  change  of 
clothing.  You  have  it  in  your  power  to  meet  this  want.  Bed-clothing,  too, 
would  be  acceptable. 

Then,  too,  pictures  and  engravings,  dust-covered  and  forgotten,  it  may  be,  in 
out-of-the-way  places  in  your  happy  homes,  might,  properly  prepared,  adorn  the 
otherwise  gloomy  and  blank  walls  of  the  hospital  wards.  A  hospital  is  not  a 
prison;  it  is  not  a  dungeon  of  darkness;  poverty  and  misfortune  are  not  crimes. 
Let,  then,  the  sick  poor,  denied  for  the  time  the  pleasant  sights  and  sounds  of 
nature,  have  something  to  relieve  the  weary  sameness  of  blank  walls,  bare  floors 
and  ceilings;  let  tho^e  walls  be  made  pleasant  and  attractive  by  suitable  pictures 
which  your  kindness  may  furnish. 

Have  you  not  books,  too,  that  you  can  spare  ?  The  loneliness  of  sickness  and 
the  tediousness  of  convalescence,  uncared  for  by  the  kind  attentions  and  sympa- 
thies of  kindred  and  friends,  are  at  best  heavy  burdens;  often  they  can  be  light- 
ened, and  sometimes  even  be  made  to  minister  to  the  highest  improvement,  by 
providing  those  who  have  them  to  bear  with  suitable  and  pleasant  reading. 

Returning  to  those  matters  to  which  we  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Council,  we  would  suggest  that  the  food  of  the  patients  be  improved.  Undoubt- 
edly the  hospital  should  be  conducted  with  the  strictest  economy,  but  that  econ- 
omy should  not  be  manifested  in  restricting  as  to  the  quantity  or  as  to  the  quality 
of  the  food  best  calculated  to  repair  the  wasted  strength  and  exhausted  energies 
of  the  sick.  The  sick,  too,  often  desire  and  really  need  very  different  articles  of 
diet  from  those  ordinarily  used ;  frequently,  even,  so-called  delicacies  may  be- 
required  to  tempt  a  failing  or  capricious  appetite.  Recognizing  the  great  value 
of  milk  in  itself  and  in  preparations  made  with  it,  as  food,  we  advise  that  an 
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abundant  supply  of  it  be  secured,  and  suggest  that  two  or  three  cows  be  pur- 
chased for  the  Hospital. 

As  to  the  purchase  of  supplies,  we  believe  that,  so  far  as  staple  articles  are 
concerned,  proposals  for  them  should  be  advertised  once  in  three  or  six  months, 
and  then  the  furnishing  of  them  be  given  to  the  lowest  bidder.  These  proposals 
might  be  made,  bids  received  and  contracts  awarded  by  the  Committee  of  Benev- 
olence of  the  City  Council. 

Some  additions  should  be  made  to  the  medical,  chemical  and  surgical  supplies 
of  the  Hospital.  And  here  we  wish  to  say  a  word  as  to  the  relation  of  the  Hos" 
pital  to  this  staff,  and  to  professional  education.  While  the  fundamental  idea  of 
such  an  institution  is  the  care  and  cure  of  the  sick,  yet  it  has  other  relations  to 
the  profession  of  medicine  and  through  to  the  community  at  large.  When  gen- 
tlemen become  physicians  or  surgeons  to  a  hospital,  giving  their  services  gratu- 
itously, the  just  motive  influencing  them  may  be  the  desire  to  do  good,  or  to 
acquire  reputation,  or  knowledge,  or  to  advance  medical  science ;  the  hospital  is 
an  educator  of  the  professors  and  for  the  profession,  and  through  it  a  dispenser 
of  blessings  to  the  community  at  large.  It  is  but  just,  then,  not  only  to  the  sick, 
T)ut  to  the  gentlemen  of  the  staff,  to  furnish  the  latter  with  all  necessary  facilities 
for  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  the  diseases,  and  for  curing  disease. 

The  progress  of  medical  science  has  been  so  rapid  of  recent  years,  that  the 
instruments  of  medical  research  are  greatly  multiplied,  and  to  procure  such  as 
are  necessary  for  hospital  use,  will  involve  some  outlay.  But  dollars  and  cents 
are  of  incomparably  less  value  than  human  comfort,  human  life  and  health,  and 
most  useful  of  all  human  knowledge. 

During  the  lecture  terms  of  Indiana  Medical  College,  clinical  instruction  is 
given  its  students  at  the  Hospital.  It  is  a  question  whether  it  would  not  be  both 
just  and  expendient  to  charge  the  students  for  the  facilities  afforded ;  the  fund 
thus  obtained  might  be  appropriated  to  the  purchase  of  a  hospital  library. 
'  The  duties  of  the  Superintendent  are  those  of  a  steward  and  of  a  resident 
physician ;  so  far  as  his  professional  duties  are  concerned,  he  has  merely  to  exe- 
cute the  directions  of  the  attending  physician  and  surgeon.  The  salary  has 
been  retained  at  one  thousand  dollars,  chiefly  because  during  the  contest  for  the 
place  the  candidates  expected  this  would  be  the  compensation,  and  after  making 
a  selection  it  seemed  unjust  to  reduce  it.  The  salary  should  be  reduced  at  the 
expiration  of  the  hospital  year,  we  believe,  to  $500 ;  and  would  suggest,  further, 
that  the  position  of  superintendent  should  be  decided,  other  things  being  equal, 
by  a  competitive  examination  in  medicine  and  surgery,  the  examiners  to  be  three 
physicians  appointed  by  the  trustees. 

We  have  thus  endeavored  to  present  you  with  our  views  as  to  the  condition, 
relations  and  needs  of  the  City  Hospital.  Visit  it  and  see  for  yourselves.  Con- 
trast it  with  any  one  of  the  State  benevolent  institutions,  and  see  how  much  it 
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falls  below  in  comforts,  conveniences  and  absolute  necessities.  Visit  it  and 
judge  for  yourselves  whether  this  is  all  a  growing  and  wealthy  city  can  and 
ought  to  do  for  her  poor  whom  sickness  or  accident  has  smitten  down.  See  its 
inmates!  Imagine,  for  the  moment,  yourselves  in  their  places,  and  then  remem- 
ber, as  the  guide  to  your  actions  in  reference  to  its  interests,  "  Whatever  ye 
would  that  men  should  do  unto  you,  do  ye  even  so  unto  them."

The  undersigned  dissents  from  the  report  and  assessment  above 
set  forth,  for  the  following  reasons  : 

First.  Too  large  an  amount  of  damages  is  allowed,  and  the  dam- 
ages and  benefits  along  the  line  of  the  street  are  equal,  and  should 
have  been  so  taxed,  instead  of  being  partially  taxed  to  the  city. 
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Second.  The  damages  and  benefits  as  therein  taxed  are  very  un- 
equal, being  too  great  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  the  property 
west  of  the  railroad.  The  taxation,  therefore,  is  relatively  unequal, 
and  eonsequently  unjust  to  the  property  holders  at  the  west  end. 

Third.  The  Board,  for  the  first  time,  taxes  the  city  with  a  large 
percentage  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement.  This  aet  sets  a  bad  pre- 
cedent, and  abandons  a  good  rule  heretofore  steadily  adhered  to  by 
the  Board  and  the  City  Council.  It  is  very  doubtful  poliey  to  aband- 
on the  rule  in  any  case  ;  but  if  it  must  be  departed  from  in  any 
instance,  it  would  seem  to  be  most  proper  in  cases  in  the  old  and 
densely  settled  part  of  the  city,  where  the  street  would  be  much  used 
and  where  property  has  for  many  years  paid  municipal  taxes.  This 
can  not  be  pretended  of  this  street.  It  has  hitherto  been  a  mere 
country  lane ;  is  by  many  persons  scarcely  known  to  be  in  the  city, 
and  has  never  paid  any  city  taxes,  at  least  along  the  north  line.  It 
therefore  has  no  claim  on  the  city  at  large.  Its  widening  is  a  mere 
local  improvement,  and  will  only  benefit  the  property  along  it,  or  in 
its  immediate  neighborhood.  It  is  certainly  bad  policy  for  the  city 
to  undertake  to  buy  streets  in  any  of  the  new  additions.  If  the  par- 
ties who  subdivide  large  tracts,  are  too  short  sighted  or  penurious  to 
give  streets  of  the  proper  width,  length  or  direction,  the  city  should 
suffer  them  to  remain  as  they  are,  until  the  owners,  anxious  to  get  an 
increased  price  for  their  lots,  are  willing  to  donate  or  to  buy  the 
ground  required  to  widen  or  lengthen  their  highways,  and  thus  ad- 
vance the  value  of  their  property.  If  the  city  once  begins  to 
rectify  such  errors  by  payments  from  the  public  treasury,  we  may 
be  certain  that  the  roll  of  sinners  will  rapidly  increase,  and  the 
community  will  embark  heavily  in  real  estate  to  satisfy  private 
greed. 

Tinker  street  should  be  widened,  both  east  and  west,  and  its 
widening  will  be  a  direct  benefit  to  the  property  along  and  in  its 
neighborhood.  The  benefit  on  both  will  more  than  offset  the  dam- 
ages, and  therefore  the  street  and  its  vicinity  should  pay  for  this 
local  improvement  by  a  fairly  scaled  tax,  and  not  call  on  the  public 
treasury  for  their  private  advantage.

We 
estimate  his  damages  for  a  strip  20  feet  wide  off  the  south  side  of  the 
east  half  of  the  west  half  of  the  northwest  quarter  of  section  36, 
range  3  east,  at  $600  00. 

We  estimate  the  benefits  to  Mr.  Talbott  from  the  widening  of  the 
street  to  be  at  least  equal  to  his  damages.  If  the  ground  is  subdivi- 
ded it  will  be  necessary  to  give  said  strip,  and  its  donation  will  leave 
the  balance  of  the  tract  more  valuable,  and  more  available  and  sale- 
able than  it  is  at  present.

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  August  14, 1871. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen — Your  committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was 
referred  sundry  papers,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

1st.  A  communication  was  referred  to  us,  signed  by  Dietz  and 
Rasiner,  and  others,  praying  that  no  sidewalk  improvements  be  or- 
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dered  to  be  made  on  South  Meridian  street,  between  McNabb  and 
South  streets,  in  front  of  their  property.  As  they  contemplate  build- 
ing next  year,  and  then  desire  to  make  the  improvement,  we  would 
recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  granted. 

2d.  A  remonstrance  was  referred  to  us,  signed  by  Henry  Voight 
and  others,  praying  that  the  ordinance  to  grade  and  pave  with  brick 
the  south  sidewalk  on  Michigan  street  be  not* passed.  As  a  majority 
of  the  property  holders  are  opposed  to  said  improvement,  we  would 
recommend  that  the  ordinance  be  stricken  from  the  file. 

3d.  A  motion  was  also  referred  to  us  "That  Market  street  be 
opened  from  its  present  terminus  to  the  corporation  line  east."  "We 
would  recommend  to  concur  in  the  motion,  and  that  the  same  be  re- 
ferred to  the  City  Commissioners  for  their  action. 

4th.  A  petition  was  also  referred  to  us,  Signed  by  A.  B.  Condit, 
praying  that  he  be  granted  permission  to  pave  in  front  of  his  resi- 
dence on  North  Meridian  street,  at  his  own  expense.  We  would  re- 
commend that  permission  be  granted,  providing  said  improvement 
be  made  within  sixty  days  from  this  date,  and  under  the  direction  of 
the  City  Engineer. 

5th.  A  petition  was  also  referred  to  us  praying  that  ten  feet  off 
an  alley  running  north  and  south  through  Johanna  Pope's  subdivis- 
ion of  lot  No.  1,  in  St.  Clair's  addition,  be  vacated.  As  we  can  see 
no  good  reason  why  said  vacation  should  be  made,  we  would  recom- 
mend that  the]  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  not  granted. 

Gth.  A  motion  was  also  referred  to  us,  "That  the  channel  running 
from  Market  street  across  lot  No.  72  to  Washington  street,  be  changed 
so  as  to  run  the  water  down  Market  street  into  Pogue's  run."  We 
believe  that  the  change  should  be  made,  and  recommend  that  the- 
City  Clerk  advertise  for  proposals  under  the  plans  and  specifications 
of  the  City  Engineer,  for  a  brick  sewer,  and  also  for  cement  pipe, 
that  the  Council  may  adopt  whichever  they  may  deem  best  and 
cheapest. 

7th.  A  motion  was  also  referred  to  us,  "  That  the  Street  Commis- 
sioner be  directed  to  place  enough  gravel  on  the  east  sidewalk  of 
North  Liberty  street,  between  Ohio  and  New  York,  to  keep  the  water 
from  flowing  into  lots  adjacent  thereto."     We  would  recommend  as. 
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a  remedy,  that  the  sidewalk  on  both  sides  be  paved  with  brick  and 
curbed,  at  the  expense  of  the  property  holders,  and  that  the  motion 
be  not  concurred  in. 

8th.  A  motion  was  also  referred  to  us,  "  That  two  stone  walls  be 
built  of  sufficient  height  and  thickness  to  receive  on  top  of  same  a 
wooden  covering,  said  walls  to  be  in  the  west  gutter  of  South  New 
-Jersey  street,  between  Washington  street  and  a  point  intersecting  a 
•culvert  in  front  of  the  property  of  Wm.  L.  Lingenfelter."  We  would 
recommend  that  the  City  Clerk  advertise  for  proposals  for  stone 
work,  also  for  cement  pipe,  and  adopt  whichever  is  the  cheapest; 
bids  to  be  made  according  to  the  plans  and  specifications  of  the  City 
Engineer. 

9th.  A  motion  was  also  referred,  "  That  Lawyer  &  Hall  be  di- 
rected to  take  up  the  bridge  over  the  gutter  in  front  of  their  build- 
ing on  South  New  Jersey  street."  We  would  recommend  that  the 
motion  be  not  adopted,  as  the  same  does  not,  in  our  opinion,  inter- 
fere with  the  free  passage  of  the  water. 

10th.  A  petition  was  presented  to  us,  signed  by  Geo.  Davidson 
•and  others,  complaining  of  the  quality  of  the  gravel  used  by  the 
contractor  on  Daugherty  street.  We  have  examined  the  same,  and 
consider  it  a  fair  quality  of  river  or  creek  gravel.  (Eiver  or  creek 
gravel  is  what  the  ordinance  calls  for.) 

11th.  The  following  motion  was  also  referred  to  us  :  "  That  the 
.Street  Commissioner  be  directed  to  place  culverts  of  cement  drain 
pipe  in  the  following  locations : 

"  One  on  east  side  South  Pennsylvania  street,  crossing  of  Georgia  ; 

"  One  on  west  side  South  Pennsylvania  St.,  crossing  of  Maryland ; 

"  One   on   the  west  side  of  Meridian  street,  at  the   crossing  of 

^Georgia." 

In  our  opinion  neither  of  the  culverts  are  needed.  We  would, 
therefore,  recommend  that  the  motion  as  regards  the  above  be  not 
^adopted.  The  following,  a  part  of  the  same  motion,  we  would  re- 
commend be  adopted,  and  the  Street  Commissioner  be  ordered  to  do 
the  work,  viz :  "  Place  a  stone  crossing  on  west  side  of  Meridian 
street,  at  Georgia  street  crossing,  also  on  west  side  of  Pennsylvania 
street  and  Maryland  street  crossing."

occurrence  of*  showers  of  only  ordinary  severity.  My  special  con- 
sern  and  complaint  is,  in  so  far  as  the  premises  of  the  .Etna  Fire  In- 
surance Co.,  of  Hartford,  Ct.,  may  suffer  damages,  of  a  more  or  less 
serious  nature  through  this  unfortunate  condition  of  affairs.  The 
existence  of  this  cause  of  complaint  has  been  of  considerable  dura- 
tion, my  silence  heretofore  having  been  induced  through  the  hope 
that  the  proper  authorities  would,  of  their  own  accord,  take  steps  to 
remedy  the  same.  Further  delay  can  only  result  in  a  suit  against 
the  city  for  damages,  and  I  trust  you  will  do  me  the  favor  to  place 
the  matter  in  proper  channel  for  investigation  and  official  action.

Gentlemen — The  City  Commissioners  have  acted  on  the  petition 
of  J.  W.  Dryer,  for  the  opening  of  Second  street,  from  Meridian 
street  to  Pennsylvania  street. 

The  petition  and  order  of  reference  seems  to  leave  the  location  and 
width  of  the  proposed  street,  to  the  discretion  of  the  Commissioners. 
We  therefore  carefully  examined  the  several  lines  specified  in  the 
petition  and  heard  the  statements  of  the  lot  owners  in  regard  there- 
to, and  after  fall  consideration  arrived  at  the  following  conclusion  : 

The  street,  if  opened,  should  be  made  at  least  60  feet  wide,  and  on 
a  direct  easterly  line  from  the  present  end  of  Second  street,  as  laid 
out  in  Drake's  addition. 

The  property-holders  seem  opposed  to  the  opening  of  any  streets 
in  this  section.  They  place  a  high  value  on  the  ground  required  for 
such  highways,  and  deny  that  any  appreciable  benefits  result  to  their 
property  from  the  opening  of  such  streets.  If  we  are  governed  by 
their  wishes  in  the  matter,  the  streets  must  be  paid  for  almost  en- 
tirely from  the  city  treasury,  or  remain  unopened,  for  they  assert 
that  there  is  no  advantage  to  them.  If  this  be  the  case,  we  can  not 
see  how  the  city  is  so  much  more  interested  in  the  matter  than  those 
whose  property  borders  on  such  streets,  and  would  have  the  immedi- 
ate benefits,  if  any,  therefrom. 

We  would  recommend  that  this  street,  if  opened,  be  opened  60  feet 
wide,  and  that  it  be  located  on  a  line  directly  east  from  the  present 
east  end  of  Second  street  in  Drake's  addition.  From  our  own  ex- 
amination and  the  opinion  of  the  owners  of  adjoining  property,  we 
estimate  the  damages  and  benefits  as  follows  :

It  is  thus  seen  that  after  taxing  the  benefits  on  the  adjoining  lots, 
to  which  limit  we  are  restricted,  under  the  ruling  of  the  City  At- 
torney, there  is  a  balance  left  of  $6,240  to  be  provided  for.  We  do 
not  think  the  city  is  interested  to  this  extent,  or  even  any  great  part 
of  it,  in  opening  a  street  through  only  one  square.  If  it  and  others 
in  this  section  are  to  be  continued  at  this  rate  of  expense,  it  would 
be  best  to  open  all  of  them  at  cnec,  and  thus  ascertain  the  full  ex- 
tent of  the  burthen  to  be  assumed  by  the  treasury.  As  Commission- 
ers, we  are  unwilling  to  say  that  the  city  should  pay  this  sum  in  the 
present  case.

G,  provided  that  not  over  twenty-five  miles  of  Telegraph  Line  is 
required.     If  more  than  twenty-five  miles  is  required,  then  in  such 
case  the  said  city  shall  pay  at  the  rate  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  for  every  mile  of  Line  Poles  or  Hitchings  or  Insulators  over 
and  above  said  twenty-five  miles  of  Line.

Gentlemen — The  undersigned,  property  owners  on  North  Penn- 
sylvania street,  between  Second  and  Tinker  streets,  show  to  your 
honorable  body  that  the  present  plan  for  grading,  graveling,  curb- 
ing and  paving  the  said  street,  between  First  and  Tinker  streets,  is 
quite  objectionable  and  will  prove  wholly  inadequate,  for  the  follow- 
ing reasons,  viz.  :  The  grade  from  Tinker  street  to  First  street  is  only 
—  inch  to  the  hundred  feet,  which  is  overcome  by  the  inequalities  of 
the  dirt  or  mud  gutters,  leaving  much  of  the  water  to  stand  in  the 
mud  gutters  during  winter,  and  also  in  summer  after  rains.  They 
also  show  that  the  curbing  will  not  stand  long  under  the  action  of 
the  water  thus  standing  in  the  gutters,  and  the  frost  of  winter:  they 
show  that  under  the  present  and  progressing  plan  only  twenty  feet 
of  the  centre  of  said  street,  will  be  covered  with  gravel,  leaving  ten 
feet  on  each  side  between  the  gravel  and  the  curb,  which  will  consti- 
tute for  a  long  time,  the  traveled  ways,  thus  wearing  the  sides  still 
lower,  and  creating  mud-holes  along  the  gutters.  We  therefore  be- 
lieve it  economy,  good  policy,  and  justice  to  the  property  owners  on 
said  street,  to  change  said  plan  and  contract  to  the  extent  and  effect 
of  requiring  the  said  street  to  be  graveled  thirty  feet  in  the  center, 
and  the  gutters  properly  bowldered  to  the  extent  of  five  teet  on  each 
side  so  as  to  make  good  gutters  next  the  curb  with  proper  grado  to 
carry  off  the  water. 
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They  show  that  this  is  necessary  to  preserve  the  work  when  done, 
and  to  prevent  mudholes  on  each  side  of  the  street,  and  save  the 
curbing  from  falling  down,  and  the  water  from  standing  in  the  sides 
of  the  street.

Gentlemen  —  The  undersigned,  Alanson  F.  Noble,  respectfully 
shows  that  he  is  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  resident  of  the 
city  of  Indianapolis,  where  he  is  extensively  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture and  sale  of  portable  gas  fixtures,  chandeliers,  and  street 
lamps,  and  has  invested  therein  many  thousands  of  dollars  capital. 
That  in  the  use  of  said  fixtures,  he  keeps  for  sale  petroleum  fluid 
from  which  the  gas  is  generated  by  heat,  but  the  fluid  itself  is  no 
more  dangerous  than  kerosene  and  other  illuminating  oils  in  com- 
mon use,  and  on  sale  by  the  druggists  and  grocers  of  the  city.  He 
keeps  in  store  on  Kentucky  avenue,  not  more  than  twenty-five  bar- 
rels at  a  time  in  a  room  on  the  ground  floor  with  a  wide  door  open- 
ing on  the  street,  through  which  the  barrels  could  be  easily  and 
safely  removed,  if  necessary,  in  a  few  minutes,  and  no  one  is  ever 
allowed  to  enter  said  room  with  artificial  light  or  flame  of  any  kind. 
The  barrels  are  not  opened  upon  said  premises,  but  are  removed  to 
other  points,  for  the  purpose  of  retailing  to  persons  using  the  same, 
in  bulk,  as  may  be  necessary  for  any  retail  trade.  The  premises  are 
kept  clean  and  are  carefully  guarded  from  fire,  and  are  entirely 
free  from  any  noxious  and  offensive  smell  whatever. 

He  learns  that  divers  and  sundry  persons  have  petitioned  your 
honorable  body  to  cause  his  fluid  to  be  removed  from  the  premises 
where  stored,  and  he  believes  that  the  matters  and  things  set  forth 
in  such  petition,  are  untrue,  and  that  the  said  petitioners  have  no 
just  cause  of  complaint.  He  says  that  if  he  should  be  compelled  to 
remove  his  goods  outside  the  city  limits,  it  would  cause  him  great 
inconvenience  and  damage  in  his  business,  which  is  now  a  profitable 
one,  and  that  no  one  would  be  benefitted  by  such  an  order.  He  pays, 
therefore,  that  the  petition  referred  to  may  be  rejected  and  the 
prayer  thereof  be  refused.

Gentlenen — Your  petitioners  would  respectfully  represent  to 
your  honorable  body,  that  they  are  engaged  in  the  business  of  man- 
ufacturing and  selling  corn  starch  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  and 
that  heretofore  on  the  —  day  of  June,  1871,  your  honorable  body  by 
a  vote  required  the  Marshal  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis  to  notify  us 
that  we  should  cease  emptying  the  refuze  from  our  Starch  Factory 
into  what  is  commonly  known  as  Pogues  Eun,  and  that  afterwards 
by  a  vote  of  your  honorable  body  we  were  allowed  the  privilege  of 
using  Pogues  Eun  till  about  the  8th  day  of  July,  1871,  since  which 
time  we  have  not  used  our  factory  for  manufacturing  purposes. 
They  further  represent  that  they  are  desirous  of  commencing  work 
for  the  fall  and  winter,  and  for  that  purpose  they  respectfully  peti- 
tion your  honorable  body  to  allow  us  to  empty  the  refuse  from  our 
factory  into  Pogues  Eun  from  the  20th  day  of  September,  1871,  until 
the  heated  term  of  1872  shall  make  it  advisable  to  cease  active  opera- 
tions, or  until  the  completion  of  a  sewer  running  East  and  West 
along  Washington  street,  or  some  other  street  North  of  Washington 
street,  and  in  support  of  their  petition  they  would  respectfully  but 
earnestly  urge  the  following  considerations,  viz  : 

The  capital  employed  in  the  Union  Starch  Factory,  amounts  to 
the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  emplys  while  running  from 
fifty  to  sixty  hands.  Should  your  honorable  body  see  fit  to  deny  us 
the  privilege  of  oderating,  all  the  workmen  engaged  in  our  factory 
would  be  thrown  out  of  employment,  and  be  compelled  to  seek  em* 
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ployment  cither  at  some  other  occupation  or  in  some  other  place- 
In  order  to  fill  the  places  that  these  workmen  now  hold,  it  is  neces- 
sary for  them  to  have  experience  in  the  business,  and  as  we  can  use 
none  but  experienced  hauds,  we  are  compelled  to  pay,  and  our  em- 
ployees receive  larger  pay  than  they  could  obtain  in  other  lines,  so 
that  if  our  factory  is  closed  the  workmen  employed  there  would  have, 
only  the  two  alternatives  of  working  here  for  less  pay  or  seeking  the 
chances  of  getting  employment  in  other  city,  as  this  is  the  only 
place  in  or  near  Indianapolis  where  work  of  this  kind  is  done. 

Our  building  was  erected  to  be  used  solely  as  a  Starch  Factory, 
and  if  we  are  compelled  to  cease  operations  in  that  line,  it  would 
entail  a  serious  if  uot  ruinous  loss  to  the  proprietors  and  their  cap- 
ital of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  as  the  building  being  so  constructed 
would  be  comparatively  valuless  for  any  other  purposes. 

Your  petitioners  would  further  represent  that  when  they  were 
discussing  the  propriety  of  entering  upon  this  business  and  of  erect- 
ing their  factory,  in  the  summer  of  1867,  the  then  Common  Council 
of  this  city,  your  predecessors  in  office,  being  not  unmindful  of  the 
advantages  that  factories  and  the  manufacture  of  articles  of  export 
bring  with  them,  and  being  desirous  to  secure  these  for  their  city,  as 
a  consideration  to  induce  these  your  petitioners  to  erect  their  factory 
here,  offered  to,  and  did,  give  us  the  privilege  of  emptying  our  refuse 
matter  into  Pogues  run.  Your  petitioners  acting  upon  this  and  other 
considerations  erected  their  factory  and  used  it  for  more  than  a  year, 
until  the  28th  day  of  October,  1868,  when  their  building  was  de- 
stroyed by  fire. 

Your  petitioners  represent  that  after  their  loss  by  fire,  having 
found  that  the  spot  that  they  had  occupied  was  a  very  desirable 
locality,  both  on  account  of  its  resources  to  tbe  Eail  Eoads,  and,  also 
especially  on  account  of  the  water  obtained  there,  which  is  better 
suited  to  their  purposes  than  any  other  they  had  or  have  been  able 
to  find  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city,  took  steps  to  erect  another  build- 
ing on  a  larger  scale  than  before;  and  they  say  that  although  it  was 
well  known  to  the  Council  of  this  city  that  their  building  was  de- 
stroyed, and  that  they  were  intending  to  rebuild,  yet  they  took  no 
steps  whatever  to  prevent  or  in  any  way  interfere  with  their  plans, 
nor  did  they  in  any  way  express  to  these  petitioners,  nor  to  any  one 
else  as  far  as  they  could  learn,  any  disapprobation  to  their  intended 
rebuilding.  And  they  further  show  that  although  they  had  been  in 
operation  more  than  a  year,  and  although  it  was  well  known  to  the 
city  at  large,  and  more  especially  to  those  living  in  their  immediate 
vicinity  that  they  had  been  so  operating,  and  that  their  building  had 
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been  destroyed  by  fire  and  that  they  were  intending  to  rebuild,  yet 
there  was  no  expression,  as  far  as  they  could  or  can  learn,  of  disap- 
probation, but  on  the  contrary  there  was  a  strong  expression  of  sym- 
pathy with  them  and  a  desire  that  they  should  not  cease  operations ; 
so  decided  was  this  feeling  that  a  petition  was  circulated  and  signed 
by  over  two  hundred  of  the  prominent  citizens  residing  mostly  in 
the  vicinity  of  their  factory,  requesting  them  to  rebuild  their  factory, 
and  they  say  that  relying  upon  this  feeling  in  their  favor,  and  be- 
lieving as  they  had  a  right  to  believe  from  the  action  of  the  Common 
Council  that  they  still  favored  their  factory,  they  proceeded  to  and 
did  rebuild  their  factory  on  a  larger  and  more  extensive  basis  than 
before,  wherefore  in  view  of  all  these  facts  they  respectfully  request 
that  they  may  have  permission  to  use  Pogues  Eun  from  the  20th  of 
September,  by  which  time  eooler  weather  will  have  set  in,  until  such 
time  as  your  honorable  body  may  direct,  and  your  petitioners  will 
ever  pray,  &c.

Gentlemen — We  propose  to  furnish  all  material  and  construct  the 
proposed  bridge  on  Yirginia  avenue,  and  over  the  railroad  tracks 
and  Pogues  run  in  your  city,  as  follows : 

The  bridge  over  the  tracks  to  be  one  span  of  142  feet  in  length, 
and  the  approaches  on  each  side  to  consist  of  three  spans  of  68  feet 
each,  making  the  length  of  each  approach  204  feet,  and  total  length 
of  bridge  550  feet.

which  the  bridge  seat  will  rest.  These  piers  will  be  placed  at  such 
distances  apart,  transversely  with  the  line  of  bridge,  that  the  center 
of  lower  chords  will  rest  immediately  over  the  center  of  pier. 

The  stylo  of  bridge  we  propose  to  construct  is  the  Smith  Wrought 
Iron  Truss  and  Wood  Combination  Truss,  as  per  plans  accompany- 
ing. 

Flooring  to  be  constructed  by  swinging  transverse  iron  I  beams, 
under  chord  to  connecting  pin;  upon  these  I  beams  longitudinal 
timber  stringers  will  be  placed;  these  stringers  to  be  4  by  1-0  inch- 
es, placed  3  feet  4  inches  between  centers,  and  spliced  at  ends  by 
halving  together  for  a  distance  of  one  foot  and  bolted,  center  of 
splices  to  come  immediately  over  I  beams.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  OF  THE  WATER  WORKS   COMPANY  OF  INDIAN- 
APOLIS. 

1.  Water-rents  must  be  paid  semi  annually  in  advance,  on  the  first 
days  of  June  and  December,  at  the  office  of  the  Company. 

2.  Applications  for  water  should  state  all  purposes  for  which  it  is 
required ;  and  when  paying  the  semi-annual  charges,  answer  ques- 
tions relating  to  its  consumption.  In  case  of  misrepresentation  on 
the  part  of  the  applicant,  or  of  uses  of  the  water  not  embraced  in 
the  applicant's  bill,  or  of  willful  or  unreasonable  waste  of  water,  the 
supply  of  water  will  be  stopped,  unless  the  party  shall  promptly  pay 
such  additional  charges  as  the  Company  may  impose. 

3.  In  all  cases  where  permits  are  granted,  the  Company  will  tap 
the  mains,  but  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant.  Every  applicant  for 
water  to  be  furnished  by  the  Water  Works  Company  of  Indianapo- 
lis, expressly  agrees  with  said  Company  to  use  said  water  subject  to 
the  following  conditions,  rules  and  regulations,  and  such  others  as 
the  said  Company  shall  from  time  to  time  adopt.  The  service  pipe, 
stops  and  other  fixtures  must  be  laid  and  attached,  kept  in  repair, 
and  protected  from  frost  by  the  applicant  or  consumer;  and  in  open- 
ing the  street  the  paving  stones  and  earth  must  be  deposited  in  sueh 
manner  as  to  occasion  the  least  inconvenience  to  the  public,  and  re- 
stored in  as  good  condition  as  previous  to  removal. 

4.  ]S~o  occupant  or  owner  of  any  building,  in  which  the  water  is 
introduced,  will  be  allowed  to  supply  water  to  other  persons  or  fam- 
ilies, except  where  it  is  used  on  the  premises. 

5.  All  persons  taking  water  shall  keep  their  own  service  pipes, 
stop  cocks  and  apparatus  in  good  repair,  and  protected  from  frost,  at 
their  own  expense,  and  shall  prevent  all  unnecessary  waste  of  water; 
and  it  is  expressly  stipulated,  that  no  claim  shall  be  made  against  the 
Company  by  reason  of  the  breaking  of  any  service  cock  or  service 
pipe. 

6.  In  case  two  or  more  parties  or  families  are  supplied  with  water 
from  the  same  service  pipe,  if  either  of  the  parties  fail  to  pay  the 
water  rent  when  due,  or  to  comply  with  any  rule  of  the  Company, 
the  Company  may  turn  off  the  water  from  such  pipe  till  the  rent  is 
paid,  and  the  rule  strictly  complied  with. 

7.  When  the  Company  has  turned  off  the  water  from  any  consu- 
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mer,  ho  shall  not  turn  it  on  nor  permit  it  to  bo  turned  on  without 
the  written  consent  of  the  Company. 

8.  Every  service  pipe  must  be  furnished  with  a  stop  and  waste  be- 
low the  action  of  frost,  so  situated  that  the  water  can  be  conveniently 
shut  off  and  drained  from  the  pipes — to  prevent  freezing. 

9.  ~No  addition  or  alteration  in  or  about  any  conduit  pipe  or  water 
cock,  shall  be  made,  or  caused  to  be  made,  by  persons  taking  water, 
without  notice  thereof  being  previously  given  to,  and  permission  had 
in  writing  from  the  Company. 

10.  For  the  violation  of  any  of  the  foregoing  rules,  or  for  the  non- 
payment of  rent,  the  Company  reserves  the  right  to  turn  off  the 
water  without  notice,  and  forfeit  any  payment  made.

Gentlemen — On  Wednesday,  October  11,  1871,  at  7:45  p.  m.,  in 
company  with  a  gentleman  by  the  name  of  W.  A.  Thompson,  in 
going  from  the  cars  to  the  depot  to  get  a  ticket  for  sleeping  car  to 
Chicago,  fell  into  Pogue's  Eun,  a  place  of  danger  not  properly  se- 
cured, and  very  dangerous  to  all  persons  who  are  strangers  traveling 
in  the  night  time  from  the  cars  to  the  depot.  Doctor  Smith  was 
badly  injured  and  has  been  laid  up  with  his  wounds  and  injuries 
received  at  that  time,  and  is  still  unable  to  attend  to  his  business  as 
a  physician,  he  was  in  his  fall  badly  injured,  and  to  what  extent  can 
not  yet  be  positively  ascertained.  The  suit  of  clothes  he  had  on  was 
so  badly  injured  that  are  of  little  or  no  use  to  him,  they  were  all 
new  when  he  left  home,  including  overcoat  and  hat,  all  were  so  badly 
injured  that  they  can  not  be  worn  by  him  any  more.  We  are  in 
hopes  that  he  will  recover  from  his  personal  injuries ;  his  left  leg, 
from  his  hip  down  to  his  ancle,  is  badly  swollen,  with  several  deep 
wounds;  his  right  leg,  from  his  knee  down,  including  his  feet,  is 
badly  and  seriously  injured,  and  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  he  will 
fully  recover  from  the  consequence  of  this  mishap  and  serious 
injury ;  besides  he  was  detained  twenty -four  hours,  on  expense  of 
hotel  bill  and  other  charges  for  clothing.  He  says  he  told  the  people, 
while  there,  that  his  damages  would  be  at  least  one  hundred  dollars. 

And  now  for  the  purpose  of  settling  the  matter  at  once  without  a 
suit  he  will  settle  for  that  sum,  and  I  am  satisfied  that  the  Doctor 
can  show  five  times  that  amount  of  damage,  which  he  has  already 
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received  and  the  end  is  not  yet;  but,  for  the  purpose  of  settlement 
at  once,  he  says  if  he  receives  one  hundred  dollars  he  will  settle  for 
that  sum. 

You  are  referred  to  W.  A.  Thompson  as  a  witness  as  to  how  he 
received  the  injury,  and  as  to  his  situation  after  he  got  out  of  the 
same,  to  Mr  Winchester,  hotel  keeper  at  your  place.

Gentlemen — I  would  respectfully  present  my  claim  for  $133.87, 
which  amount  is  justly  my  due  for  services  rendered  to,  and  expenses 
incurred  in  behalf  of  your  city. 

My  term  of  office,  as  your  Gas  Inspector,  expired  on  the  8th  of 
May.  When  I  left  Indianapolis,  the  latter  part  of  March,  I  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  Gas  Company  careful  tracings  of  all  streets  for 
-which  gas -lighting  ordinances  had  been  passed.  On  the  1st  of  last 
September,  my  lay-out  of  work  had  not  been  completed.  I  examined 
and  certified,  officially,  to  bills  subsequent  to  the  first  of  May.  The 
testing  of  gas  metres  was  left  in  the  hands  of  a  deputy,  who  contin- 
ued to  discharge  this  duty  until  the  first  of  May,  and  to  whom  I  paid 
$80  out  of  my  own  pocket.  This  amout  is  more  than  my  salary  for 
the  same  period,  said  salary  being  only  $66.67  per  month. 

In  preparing  for  my  official  duties,  I  was  compelled  to  make  an 
outlay  of  $50  for  instructions.  As  my  successor  has  not  been  con- 
strained to  thus  fit  himself,  I  would  now  petition  for  a  reimburse- 
ment of  my  outlay,  the  same  having  been  taken  out  of  the  small 
salary  of  $750,  while  my  successor  receives  $800.  I  will  Institute  no 
comparison  of  labor  performed  during  my  term  of  office  and  at  the 
present  time. 

On  the  17th  of  April,  in  the  absence  of  friends  who  best  knew  whai 
the  service  I  had  done  your  city,  and  who  were  aware  that  my  office 
work  had  not  ceased,  though  I  was  personally  absent,  a  motion  was 
passed  the  Council,  declaring  my  office  vacant  from  the  first  of  that 
month.  The  acute  eyes  that  then  detected  my  two  weeks'  non- 
attendance  at  the  meetings  of  your  body,  proved  themselves  strangely 
blind  to  the  fact  that  high-salaried  officers  had  been  absent  for  months, 
and  yet  no  motions  were  introduced  declaring  vacancies.  I  had 
anticipated  and  pre-discharged  many  of  my  duties,  leaving  a  deputy, 
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at  my  own  expense,  to  take  care  of  labor  requiring  a  personal  atten- 
tion*; other  official  absentees  made  no  such  provisions,  and  yet  drew 
their  salaries  and  perquisites  to  the  last  day  of  their  official  life.  Bid 
not  the  old  Council  make  "  fish  "  of  one  and  "flesh  "  of  the  others  ? 

I  trust  the  present  honorable  body  will  recognize  the  justice  of  my 
claim  for  services  actually  performed,  reimbursing  me  for  outlays 
actually  made,  thus  redeeming  themselves  from  the  injustice  done  by 
the  old  Council  to  the  most  poorly  compensated  office  under  the  city 
government.

Gentlemen — Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was 
referred  sundry  papers,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

1.     A  communication  was  received   by  us  from  the  Indianapolis 
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Glass  Works  Company  in  regard  to  compelling  the  Indianapolis  and 
Yincennes  Eaiiroad  Company  to  raise  their  track  to  the  grade  of 
the  street.  We  would  recommend  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Councilmen  of  the  Fifth  Ward. 

2.  A  remonstrance  was  also  referred  to  us  from  property  owners 
on  Virginia  avenue  against  the  paving  with  brick  the  west  sidewalk.

6.  A  petition  was  also  referred  to  us  asking  that  flag  stone  cross- 
ings be  placed  on  the  north  side  of  Virginia  avenue  at  Delaware, 
Maryland  and  Alabama  street  crossings.  We  would  recommend  that 
the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Councilmen  of  the  Sixth  and  Seventh 
wards  for  their  action,  and  if  they  decide  the  improvement  should 
be  made,  that  the  expense  of  same  be  deducted  from  the  ward  fund. 

7.  A  petition  was  also  referred  to  us,  signed  by  H.  D.  Carlisle, 
asking  permission  to  erect  a  large  scale  on  Maryland  street.  We 
would  recommend  that  permission  be  not  granted  in  this,  nor  any 
other  case  where  the  same  is  asked  to  be  placed  in  the  public  street. 
Same  petitioner  also  asks  permission  to  put  down  a  railroad  switch 
along  the  east  side  of  the  Lafayette  railroad  track,  crossing  Cumber- 
land and  Maryland  streets,  we  would  recommend  that  permission  be 
granted.  Same  petitioner  also  asks  permission  to  put  a  sewer  pipe 
in  gutter  in  front  of  his  mill,  and  to  plank  or  bowlder  the  sidewalk, 
for  the  passage  of  teams,  we  recommend  that  he  have  permission  to 
put  in  pipe  of  sufficient  capacity  to  carry  off  the  water,  and  that  he 
be  allowed  to  bowlder  the  sidewalk,  all  to  be  done  at  his  own  ex- 
pense and  under  the  direction  of  the  Civil  Engineer. 

8.  A  motion  was  also  referred  to  us  that  E.  Fast  &  Co.  be  per- 
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mitted  to  put  down  a  plank  crossing  over  the  stone  sidewalk  on 
East  Alabama  street.  We  believe  that  an  entrance  can  be  made 
without  crossing  the  sidewalk,  we  therefore  recommend  that  per- 
mission be  not  granted. 

9.  A  remonstrance  from  property  owners  on  the  west  side  of 
Missouri  street,  between  Indiana  avenue  and  St.  Clair,  also  a  com- 
munication from  President  of  Water  Works  Co.,  on  same  subject, 
were  also  referred  to  us,  praying  that  the  improvement  of  sidewalk 
between  the  points  named — as  contemplated  in  ordinance  passed  by 
this  Council  September  6,  1871 — be  not  made,  as  a  large  majority  of 
the  property  owners  are  opposed  to  the  improvement,  and  as  there 
is  some  doubt  as  to  the  right  of  the  City  Council  to  order  the  same 
as  provided  in  the  ordinance,  we  would  recommend  that  the  im- 
provement be  not  made,  and  that  the  written  agreement  of  Sam. 
Hanway  &  Co.,  relinquishing  their  contract,  and  releasing  the  city 
from  all  claims  for  damages  be  accepted,  and  a  repealing  ordinance 
placed  upon  its  passage. 

10.  A  remonstrance  was  also  referred  to  us  against  the  passage  of 
an  ordinance  granting  permission  to  Edward  King  to  lay  down  a 
railroad  tract  across  the  termins  of  New  York  street.  We  would 
recommend  that  Mr.  King  have  permission  to  put  down  said  track, 
and  that  the  ordinance  be  passed;  we  believe  that  a  railroad  switch 
would  be  of  great  advantage  for  business  and  manufacturing  inter- 
ests in  that  vicinity. 

11.  A  communication  was  also  referreed  to  us  signed  by  W.  E. 
Hogshire,  stating  that  the  cement  pipe  at  the  southwest  corner  of 
Oriental  street  and  junction  of  Central  railroad  crossing,  is  not  of 
sufficient  capacity  to  carry  off  the  water.  We  have  examined  the 
same  and  believe  the  statement  correct.  We  therefore  recommend 
that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  directed  to  put  in  another  pipe  of 
sufficient  capacity  to  carry  oh*  the  water. 

12.  An  ordinance  was  also  referred  to  us  together  with  a  petition 
from  Wm.  Patterson,  contemplating  the  improvement  of  an  ally 
running  north  and  south  from  Buchanan  to  Daugherty  streets.  We 
herewith  return  the  ordinance  and  recommend  its  passage,  as  the 
improvement  is  very  much  needed.

Gentlemen — I  have  to  report  that  in  the  case  of  Frederick  Wuench 
against  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Marion 
county,  which  was  an  appeal  from  the  assessment  of  the  value  of  lot 
No.  32,  in  Coffman's  subdivision  of  the  north  part  of  outlot  No.  101, 
with  the  improvements  thereon,  by  the  City  Commissioners,  they  as- 
sessing the  same  at  $700. 

After  the  papers  in  the  appeal  were  filed,  one  Frederick  Jasper 
asked  to  be  made  a  defendant,  was  so  made,  and  showed  to  the  court 
by  answer  that  he  had  a  lien  on  said  lot  amounting  to  $96.08,  on  the 
4th  of  October,  1871. 

The  Superior  Court,  after  hearing  the  evidence,  adjudged  and  de- 
creed as  follows : 

That  if  the  said  city  of  Indianapolis  do  decide  and  determine  to 
use  and  appropriate  the  said  real  estate  of  the  plaintiff,  she  shall 
first  pay  the  sum  of  eight  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($850),  therefor, 
and  out  of  said  sum  the  lien  of  the  defendent,  Frederick  Jasper, 
shall  first  be  paid  and  satisfied.  Judgment  was  rendered  against  the 
City  for  costs. 

On  this  judgment  or  assessment  Messrs  McDonald,  Butler  &  Mc 
Donald  have  filed  or  entered  on  the  records  of  the  Superior  Court, 
their  intention  to  hold  a  lien  thereon  for  fifty  dollars,  fee  for  their 
services  as  attorneys  for  the  plaintiff.

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Upon  the  trial  of  the  case  it  was  ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed 
by  the  Court,  that  if  the  city  of  Indianapolis  does  decide  and  deter- 
mine to  use  and  appropriate  the  real  estate  of  the  plaintiff,  she  shall 
first  pay  the  sum  of  $850  therefor ;  and  out  of  said  sum  the  lien  of 
said  Jasper  shall  be  first  paid  and  satisfied ;  also  judgment  against 
the  City  for  costs,  taxed  at  $23.10. 

Now  the  question  is,  will  the  Council  order  or  direct  the  Treas- 
urer to  pay  the  said  sum  of  $850? 

In  my  opinion,  as  the  matter  now  is,  you  can't  do  so,  and  issue 
precepts  against  the  parties  benefitted,  as  the  City  Commissioners 
report.  If  they  will  all  agree  in  writing  to  pay  the  assessments, 
then  it  perhaps  would  bind  them;  nothing  else  will.

facts  as  to  the  inconvenience  as  well  as  the  damage  it  will  be  to  me, 
to  extend  it  just  now.  I  know  not  what  report  your  Commissioners 
may  make,  but  I  do  know  that  Commissioners  generally  have  an 
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easy  way  of  getting  clear  of  trouble  by  saying  the  gain  is  equal  to 
the  loss.  Permit  me  to  say  a  few  more  words  in  relation  to  this  last 
remark.  The  loss  of  my  ground,  (though  to  me  it  is  valuable,)  is 
not  the  consideration  with  me,  as  the  subjecting  me  to  pay  all  the 
improvement  of  street,  sidewalks,  drainage,  etc.,  beside  two  fences, 
gates,  etc.,  making  a  cost  perhaps  of  some  ten  or  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  yet  be  of  but  little  advantage  to  the  traveling  public,  it  be- 
ing so  near  the  end  where  it  closes  up ;  such  travel  would  always 
have  to  return  to  Washington  street,  as  it  is  only  about  300  feet  from 
it.  But  if  the  street  is  wanted,  and  it  is  necessary  to  open  it,  I  am 
a  law  abiding  man,  and  am  willing  to  extend  the  street  as  soon  as  I 
can,  and  give  the  ground,  bat  I  must  beg  of  you  to  allow  me  at  least 
enough  to  pay  me  for  all  other  expense,  such  as  grading,  graveling 
street  and  sidewalks.  I  will  not  ask  pay  for  fencing,  gates,  etc., 
which  I  will  be  obliged  to  have,  beside  the  great  inconvenience  of 
ingress  and  egress,  besides  spoiling  my  little  retired  homestead.  If 
the  Commissioners  report  without  damage,  then  I  must  rely  upon 
you  to  do  me  justice,  otherwise  I  shall  have  to  go  further,  which  I 
hope  I  shall  not  have  to  do.  With  confidence  in  your  wisdom  and 
justice,  I  submit  this  matter,  ror  the  present,  to  your  consideration.

Gentlemen — Your  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the 
matter  of  railroad  and  street  crossings,  in  consultation  with  the 
railroad  officials,  report  that  much  interest  on  the  subject  is  mani- 
fested not  only  by  the  officials  of  railroads,  but  by  citizens  generally, 
and  that  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  Council  should  at  once  take  action 
for  immediate  relief  in  this  particular;  and  notwithstanding  there 
does  exist  a  difference  of  opinion  in  the  minds  of  your  committee, 
and  also  in  the  minds  of  those  whose  opinions  are  entitled  to  con- 
sideration, in  regard  to  the  particular  kind  of  construction  that 
should  be  built  for  the  relief  of  the  travel  at  these  crossings  ;  yet 
there  is  unquestionably  a  large  majority  in  favor  of  constructing 
tunnels  in  preference  to  building  bridges.  The  cost  of  the  construc- 
tion of  tunnels,  will  perhaps,  exceed  that  for  the  erection  of  bridges,

but  it  is  believed  that  the  continued  cost  of  repairs  to  bridges  over 
that  of  tunnels,  will  in  the  end  make  them  as  equally  expensive; 
while  the  damage  to  adjacent  property  will  undoubtedly  be  greater 
for  bridges,  whose  altitude  must  be  at  least  eighteen  feet,  and  ap- 
proaches at  either  end  not  less  than  two  hundred  feet ;  than  those  of 
the  tunnel,  which  being  entirely  below  the  grade  of  the  street,  Will  not 
obstruct  the  view,  and  (in  the  absence  of  Pogues'  Eun)  need  not  be 
built  to  a  greater  depth  than  fifteen  feet,  with  end  approaches  of 
about  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet.  It  is  further  claimed  that  in  point 
of  general  utility,  much  less  danger  exists  to  travel,  on  account  of 
the  decreased  liability  to  frighten  horses.  After  careful  examination 
of  the  subject  in  all  its  bearing,  your  committee  unite  in  agreeing 
that  something  should  be  done  for  the  relief  of  the  public  at  these 
crossings ;  and  in  order  that  the  relief  should  be  immediate,  we 
recommend  that  the  Council  order  the  construction  of  a  tunnel  for  the 
travel  under  the  railway  crossings  at  the  west  end  of  the  Union 
Depot  on  south  Illinois  street.  We  also  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  Ordinance  now  on  file  providing  for  the  erection  of  a  bridge  on 
south  Delaware  street  over  the  railroads  crossing,this  we  think  sufficient 
to  give  the  required  immediate  relief;  but  inasmuch  as  the  majority 
of  your  committee  are  impressed  with  the  belief  that  tunnels  are  the 
kind  of  improvement  that  should  be  constructed  hereafter  for  this 
purpose;  and  yet  as  it  appears  that  the  the  presence  of  "Pogues' 
Bun  "  at  nearly,  all  these  crossings,  will  very  materially  interfere 
with  their  construction.  And,  for  the  still  further  purpose  of  re- 
claiming a  considerable  amount  of  ground  almost  in  the  heart  of  the 
city,  now  worse  than  useless,  and  which  might  w*ell  be  used  for 
railroad  or  building  purposes ;  we  agree  in  recommending  that  the 
Council,  under  the  direction  of|a  committee,  order  a  sufficient  corps 
of  engineers  to  again  seek  an  outlet  for  that  stream  into  Fall  Creek 
from  some  point  near  to,  and  outside  the  city  limits,  to  the  northeast. 
We  also  recommend  that  aboard  of  three  commissioners  be  appointed 
to  secure  the  right  of  way  for  said  proposed  channel  for  Pogues  Run 
without  litigation.

on  another  site,  after  having  opened  negotiations  with  the  city  of 
Connersville,  asking  for  propositions  from  them,  in  consideration  of 
their  building  their  shops  there. 

FOURTH. 

Mr.  Sheldon,  the  late  Superintendent,  who  had  sole  control  of  the 
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running  of  said  road,  said  it  was  not  a  suitable  location  for  their 
shops;  that  their  turntable  was  already  constructed,  and  that  their 
shops  were  partly  built  there;  that  it  would  cost  less  to  buy  addi- 
tional ground  there  than  to  move  to  the  other  ground,  even  if  the 
place  was  a  suitable  location  for  the  shops. 

FIFTH. 

The  Sharpe  ground  was  sold  on  the  foreclosure  for  the  pnrchase 
money  over  one  year  ago,  and  they  having  failed  to  make  redemp- 
tion of  the  same,  it  has  become  the  property  of  other  parties,  and 
said  company  is  now  bankrupt  and  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of 
a  Eeceiver. 

SIXTH. 

The  ground  is  enhanced  in  value  by  the  opening  of  said  streets, 
and  if  the  Junction  Eailroad  has  any  interest  in  said  ground,  they 
can  sellit  for  more,  with  the  streets  laid  out  and  improved,  than 
without  the  improvement. 

SEVENTH. 

The  strip  of  ground  that  the  Junction  Eoad  alleges  to  lay  claim  is 
very  narrow.  Shall  they  overshadow  the  interests  of  numerous  pri- 
vate citizens,  and  be  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  whole  com- 
munity. 

EIGHTH. 

The  City  Council  accepted  the  plat  made  by  I.  M.  Eidenour,  and 
subsequently  ordered  the  improvements  made.  Sundry  persons  have 
bought  property  there  in  view  of  the  opening  and  improvement  of 
the  streets. 

NINTH.

Under  tne  present  charter  the  entire  Force  is  elected  annually  by 
the  Board  of  Police,  consisting  of  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  as  Secretary, 
Mr.  Marsee,  as  President,  Messrs.  Woodburn  and  Wiles  as  members, 
and  confirmed  by  the  action  of  the  Common  Council. 

As  the  Board  who  has  the  appointing  of  the  Police  Force  are 
themselves  elected  annually,  it  follows  that  the  tenure  by  which  the 
Police  hold  their  office  is  slight  and  uncertain. 

Under  the  present  system  it  might  happen  that  a  complete  change 
would  be  made  in  the  entire  force  every  year,  and  that  men  who 
have  been  appointed  one  year,  and  gave  evidence  of  possessing 
many  of  the  requisites  of  a  good  Policemen,  may  at  the  succeeding 
election  find  themselves  left  out,  not  for  any  neglect  of  duty  or  in- 
competancy,  but  simply  because  of  change  of  Board  and  Council ; 
and  new  and  inexperienced  men  may  be  appointed,  who  must  in 
turn  be  taught  and  disciplined,  only  to  graduate  at  the  end  of  twelve 
months,  and  thus  impairing  the  efficiency  of  Force  in  no  small 
degree. 

For  these  and  other  reasons,  and  because  it  takes  time  and  experi- 
ence to  make  an  efficient  and  reliable  Police  Force,  I  believe  it  would 
be  far  better  for  the  city  at  large  that  the  Force  should  be  selected 
with  great  care  as  regards  their  character  and  habits,  and  peculiar 
qualifications  for  the  duty  expected  of  them,  they  should  hold  office 
for  a  term  of  years  or  during  good  behavior,  of  course  to  be  dis- 
charged for  incompetency  or  misdemeanor,  and  neglect  ef  duty. 

All  care  should  be  taken  in  the  selection  of  men  to  compose  a 
Police  Force,  and  the  tenure  of  office  vested  on  more  substantial 
foundation  than  the  uncertain  result  of  an  annual  popular  election. 
And  if  the  salaries  were  fixed  at  such  figures  that  good,  honest, 
sober,  reliable  and  faithful  men  could  accept  the  position,  we  would 
soon  have  a  Police  Force  that  would  not  only  be  a  credit  to  our  city, 
but  a  guarantee  to  every  citizen  that  the  laws  would  strictly  be  en- 
forced, crime  detected  and  punished,  and  proper  protection  aforded 
to  all  classes  of  community. 
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I  do  not  think  that  any  set  of  men  can  be  made  to  take  the  same 
interest  which  is  expected  of  them,  or  who  will  act  without  fear  or 
favor  in  the  performance  of  duty,  while  they  are  elected  for  one  }Tear 
only,  and  so  little  interest  taken  in  their  welfare  by  the  citizens- 
More  encouragement  should  be  given,  for  it  would  add  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  Force. 

STRENGTH   OF  FORCE. 

The  Force  at  paesent  consists  of  one  Chief,  at  a  salary  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  two  Lieutenants,  at  a  salary  of  ten 
hundred  and  ninety-five  dollars  per  annum ;  one  Sargent,  at  a  salary 
of  eighty-five  dollars  per  month  ;  twenty-two  night  Patrolmen,  at 
salaries  of  seventy-five  dollars  per  month,  and  eleven  day  Patrol- 
men at  same  salaries ;  one  Turnkey,  making  a  total  of  thirty-eight 
members  all  told. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  the- 
propriety  of  dividing  the  city  into  two  Police  districts,  having 
Washinton  street  for  the  dividing  line,  having  a  North  district  and 
a  South  disirict,  and  the  creation  two  more  offices,  that  of  Sargent 
to  report  the  action  of  Patrolmen  to  the  Lieutenant  stationed  on  line 
Washington  street,  as  I  deem  it  impossible  for  one  officer  to  look 
over  the  amount  of  territory  within  the  city  limits,  and  do  justice 
to  himself  and  city. 

AREA  OF  CITY,  STREETS  AND  ALLEYS. 

The  city  of  Indianapolis  contains  within  its  corporate  limits  an 
area  of  about  twelve  square  miles  of  territory,  with  one  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  miles  of  street,  and  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  of 
alley,  besides  the  open  comons,  with  a  population  of  about  fifty-five 
thousand  souls.  With  the  force  as  at  present  organized,  we  can  only 
place  twenty-four  men  on  duty  at  one  time.  Each  man  has,  on  an 
average,  of  one  half  square  mile  of  territory  to  supervise,  with  six 
and  one-fourth  miles  of  street,  and  the  same  amount  of  alley  to  pa- 
trol, and  twenty-two  hundred  and  ninety-two  inhabitants  to  protect 
and  control,  to  say  nothing  of  the  value  of  property  lying  within 
the  limits  of  his  beat,  which  he  is  to  guard  against  burglars  and  fire.. 

INCREASE  RECOMMENDED. 

Our  city  is  steadily  increasing  in  population,  and  wealth,  and  im- 
portance. With  the  new  additions  to  the  west  of  the  river  it  will  be- 
come necessory  to  extend  to  the  citizens  of  that  section  some  protec- 
tion ;  I  would,  therefore,  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  the 
propriety  of  appointing  a  sufficient  number   of  men  to  patrol  that 
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.-section  lying  west  of  White  Eiver,  and  let  it  be  styled  as  the  twelfth 
Police  District. 

I  would  also  recommend  a  reorganization  of  the  force  on  the  fol- 
lowing basis :  One  Chief,  two  Lieutenants,  three  Sergeants,  one  Turn- 
key, twenty-four  Night  Patrolmen,  twelve  Day  Patrolmen,  which 
will  make  a  force  of  forty -three  men,  all  told. 

There  has  been  lodgings  furnished  at  the  Station  House,  for  six 
months  ending  December  31st,  to  280  paupers,  and  324  meals  fur- 
nished to  the  same,  the  majority  of  whom  were  importations  from 
other  cities.

Gentlemen — Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was 
referred  sundry  papers,  respectfully  report  as  follows : 

1st.  A  petition  from  Protestent  German  Orphan  Association  and 
others  was  referred  to  us,  praying  for  the  vacation  of  a  15  foot  alley 
on  the  south  side  of  lots  3  and  6,  in  square  No.  11;  also,  two  short 
alleys  running  from  Mankadick  street  south  to  said  alley  above 
named.  We  would  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be 
granted,  and  the  vacation  ordered  so  soon  as  the  affidavits  are  filed 
with  the  Clerk  that  the  proper  notices  have  been  given  as  required 
by  law.

We  think  the  city  of  Indianapolis  should  pay  no  part  of  the  cost 
of  opening  said  8th  or  9th  streets,  or  either  of  the  three  alleys  above 
mentioned. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  an  excess  of  damages  over  the  benefits 
on  each  of  the  streets  and  alleys.  It  is  our  opinion  that  the  proper- 
ty held  by  J.  H.  Kappes,  J.  Frank  and  others,  west  of  Unversagt's 
addition  and  of  Mr.  Moore's  lot,  is  benefitted  by  the  opening  of  said 
streets  and  alleys  to  the  amount  of  this  balance.  It  is  for  their  use 
and  benefit  that  the  streets  are  needed,  but  under  recent  rulings  we 
can  not  go  outside  of  the  property  cut  through  by  the  proposed 
streets  to  make  assessments  of  the  benefits  we  think  they  should 
rightfully  pay.

Brick  masonry  $10.34  per  cubic  yard. 
Iron  rail  $2.00  per  lineal  foot. 

Plank  foot  and  stairway  $3.00  per  hundred  foot  board  measure. 
Block  pavement  $2.00  per  yard. 
Excavating  75  cents  per  cubic  yard. 

According  to  the  estimate  of  the  City  Engineer  the  work  would 
amount  to  $44,195.15  but  the  extra  grouting  for  foundations  is  not 
included,  and  your  committee  think  it  is  not  a  complete  bid,  and  that 
a  comparison  of  it  with  the  bids  that  are  complete  in  this  respect 
would  not  be  fair  in  the  absence  of  an  estimate  as  to  the  quantity  of 
the  extra  grouting  that  might  be  required.

2d.  On  the  basis  of  these  contracts  and  public  faith,  the  ground 
fronting  on  them  has  mostly  been  sold  to  persons  providing  rapidly 
to  improve  it  for  homes,  and  are  now  asking  that  the  city  carry  out 
in  good  faith  those  contracts. 

3d.  JSTot  only  the  property  immediately  fronting  on  those  streets  is  to 
be  benefitted,  but  a  large  district  of  country  both  in  and  outside  the  city 
limits  are  vitally  interested  in  these  openings.  They  will  ultimately 
be  extended  directly  south  to  Woodlawn. 

4th.  Your  Committee  think  that  these  reasons  are  sufficient,  and 
the  Council  acted  wisely  in  its  former  action,  the  informality  of  the 
report  of  the  Commissioners  in  that  behalf  alone  requiring  this  ac- 
tion, and  recommend  that  said  Commissioners  be  directed  to  review 
the  premises  designated  in  the  ordinance  of  appropriation,  and  as- 
sess the  damages  and  benefits  to  the  same,  and  report  to  this  Council.

Also,  the  following  motion  : 

Moved:  That  the  property  owners  in  out-lot  66,  67,  68,  69  and  70,, 
in  Bate  s  sub-diAision,  fronting  on  East  Washington  street,  have  per- 
mission to  fill  the  gutter  in  front  of  their  residences  and  pave  the- 
sidewalk  in  front  thereon,  with  hard  burnt  brick,  stone,  or  other 
pavement,  said  pavement  to  be  nine  feet  wide,  etc.  The  City  CiviL 
Engineer  is  hereby  directed  to  set  the  grade  stakes.

Mr.  Brown  presented  the  following  petition : 

Indianapolis,  March  18,  1872. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen — Your  petitioner,  Barnabas  Coffin,  respectfully  shows^ 
that  the  ordinance  passed  by  the  Common  Council  on  the  4th  day  of 
March,  1872,  works  great  injustice  to  him  and  other   citizens,  and 
strikes  a  severe  blow  at  the  most  important  commercial  interest  of" 
the  city. 

The  ordinance  provides  that  no  building  shall  be  erected,  fitted  up- 
or  used  in  said  city,  for  slaughtering,  dressing,  or  packing   any  cat- 
tle, calves,  sheep  or  swine,  except  on  the   immediate  bank  of  Whiter- 
River,  and  now  used  for  such  purpose,         *         *         without  a  spe^- 
cial  ordinance  regularly  passed  therefor  by  said  Council  ;  and  provi- 
ded that  no  such  ordinance  shall  be  enacted  unless  petitioned  for  by~ 
a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  ward  wherein  such  buildings  are  pro- 
posed to  be  fitted  up,  erected  or  used  ;  *         *  nor  shall  any 
owner  or  occupier  of  any  house  already  constructed  or  used  for  the^ 
purposes  aforesaid,  at  any  place  or  point  in  the   city,  alter,  rebuild,, 
repair,  or  enlarge  the  same,  or  make  any  additions  thereto,  until  ark 
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ordinance  is  parsed  therefor  by  the  Council  in  like  manner  and  upon 
petition,  as  above  set  forth." 

The  effect  of  this  ordinance  is  to  prevent  the  business  of  slaugh- 
tering and  packing  of  cattle  and  swine  from  being  carried  on  in  the 
limits  of  the  city,  except  upon  a  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  voters 
living  in  the  part  of  the  city  where  the  same  is  carried  on. 

Your  petitioner  shows  that  this  business  employs  more  capital  than 
any  one  of  the  manufacturing  interests  of  the  city,  and  contributes 
more  to  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  city  than  any  other  branch 
of  business.  It  has  built  up  Cincinnati,  contributed  largely  to  the 
upbuilding  of  Chicago,  and  the  interests  of  Indianapolis  require  that 
it  should  be  encouraged  and  fostered,  and  not  destroyed  or  driven 
elsewhere  by  hostile  legislation. 

While  the  business  may  be  so  conducted  as  to  make  it  a  nuisance, 
it  is  not  necessarily  so;  and  in  other  cities,  as  Cincinnati,  St.  Louis 
and  Buffalo,  under  proper  regulations,  it  is  carried  on  in  the  midst 
of  densely  populated  districts,  upon  the  principal  streets,  without 
being  noxious  or  offensive. 

Your  petitioner  shows  that  he  has  a  large  amount  of  capital  in- 
vested in  his  pork  house  on  Blake  street,  which  is  provided  with 
railroad  switches,  and  other  necessary  appliances  for  carrying  on 
said  business;  and  that  this  ordinance  deprives  him  of  the  right  to 
use  his  property,  and  destroys  his  business,  and  prevents  him  from 
making  any  improvements,  alterations  or  repairs  in  his  pork  house, 
without  a  hearing,  or  even  an  opportunity  of  being  heard  in  his  own 
behalf. 

Your  petitioner  further  shows,  that  there  is  no  other  location  that 
"he  can  obtain  on  the  banks  of  White  Eiver,  without  almost  destroy- 
ing the  commercial  value  of  his  business,  and  that  his  present  loca- 
tion is  in  every  way  suitable  for  carrying  on  such  business,  and  has 
been  used  for  that  purpose,  without  interruption,  for  a  period  of 
twenty-five  years. 

Your  petitioner  proposes  to  alter  and  repair  his  present  building, 
by  adopting  all  modern  improvements,  such  as  are  used  in  other 
cities,  so  as  to  remove  all  reasonable  cause  of  complaint  or  offense  to 
persons  living  in  the  vicinity  thereof;  and  is  willing  to  comply  with 
all  reasonable  regulations  that  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Council  to 
prevent  such  business  from  being  in  any  way  noxious  or  offensive. 
He  proposes,  if  required,  to  bind  himself  in  such  sum  as  the  Coun- 
cil may  require,  to  remove  all  the  offal  of  every  kind  and  description 
daily  ;  to  carry  all  the  gases  that  may  escape  from  the  tanks  by  pipes 
through  the  smoke-stack,  by   which  they  are  neutralized  ;  to  carry 
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the  water  used  in  scalding  and  washing  by  pipes  into  the  bed  of" 
White  river ;  to  cause  all  the  blood,  except  a  small  per  cent  which 
escapes  with  the  water  used  in  washing,  to  be  tanked  and  hauled 
away  daily  ;  and  he  prays  the  Council  to  modify  the  ordinance  above 
set  forth  so  that  it  will  fully  protect  the  rights  of  other  citizens  with- 
out destroying  the  business  and  property  of  petitioner,  and  without 
affecting  injuriously  the  most  important  commercial  interest  of  the 
city;  and  he  asks  to  be  allowed  to  make  such  alterations  in  his  pres- 
ent building,  as  above  specified,  as  will  remove  all  cause  of  com- 
plaint.

Mr.  Thalman  presented  the  following  remonstrance : 

Indianapolis,  March  18, 1872. 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen — The  property  owners  and  residents  of  the  Fourth 
Ward  respectfully,  but  earnestly  protest  against  the  repeal  of  the 
ordinance,  recently  enacted,  concerning  slaughter  houses.  We 
respectfully  ask  leave  to  call  attention  to  a  few  of  the  many  glairing 
errors  contained  in  the  petition  of  Barnabas  Coffin,  it  is  proper,  at 
the  onset,  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  not  more  than  ten,  at 
the  most,  of  the  signers  of  that  petition  have  any  personal  knowl- 
ledge  of  the  business  carried  on  by  Mr.  Coffin  and  the  manner  in 
which  it  has  been  conducted,  upon  the  most  material  matters,  it  is 
but  the  statement  of  Mr.  Coffin,  reilerated  by  others.  We  do  know 
from  our  own  personal  knowledge  that  it  is,  and  has  been,  an  intol- 
erable nuisance,  filling  the  air  with  noxious  stenches,  and  poisoning 
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the  water  of  the  vicinity,  upon  this  proposition  we  defy  successful 
contradiction.  It  is  not  just  for  others  living  remote  from  this 
nuisance  to  make  statements  upon  the  authority  of  interested  parties, 
and  thus  fasten  upon  us  a  most  outrageous  nuisance. 

It  is  an  unfair  inference  when  it  is  infeired  that  because  a  slaughter 
house  is  prohibited  in  a  certain  locality,  that  it  is  -a  blow  to  the 
entire  trade.  It  is  far  from  this,  it  is  simply  saying  that  the  people 
of  a  populous  neighborhood  shall  not  be  required  to  suffer  from  a 
slaughter  house,  located  in  a  situation  in  every  way  unsuitable. 

IVe  further  represent  that  the  promises  made  by  the  owners 
again,  and  again  have  been  violated,  that  it  would  be  an  act  of 
flagrant  injustice  to  take  them  again. 

That  it  is  neither  just  nor  expedient  to  experiment  for  the  benefit 
of  a  few  at  the  expense  of  hundreds  of  good,  law  abiding  citizens, 
that  this  is  just  what  Barnabis  Coffin  asks  you  to  do.  If  experiments 
must  be  made,  let  them  be  made  in  the  other  permanent  structures 
already  erected. 

That  the  proffer  of  a  bond  by  Barnabis  Coffin  amounts  to  nothing, 
because  a  bond  to  indemnify  against  an  illegal  act  is  utterly  void ; 
that  if  it  were  valid,  the  men  who  are  most  interested,  have  not  the 
means  to  litigate  with  the  wealthy  gentlemen  who  are  interested  in 
this  slaughter  house. 

That  the  buildings  now  on  the  premises  are  worth  but  a  few  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  that  the  land  will  appreciate  five  times  the  value 
of  these  buildings  if  the  slaugetering  business  is  prohibited,  the 
owners  will  gain  not  lose. 

That  the  long  continuance  of  the  business  has  been  in  defiance  of 
the  wishes  of  the  residents  of  that  vicinity,  and  only  allowed  because 
of  promises  which  you  are  now  asked  to  assist  in  violating. 

That  to  place,  as  the  petitioner  does,  a  slaughtering  establishment 
upon  an  equal  footing  with  manufacturers  generally,  every  one 
knows,  is  utterly  and  entirely  unwarranted.  To  state  the  proposi- 
ti >n  that  to  oppose  a  slaughter  house  is  to  oppose  the  manufacturing 
interest  generally,  is  to  expose  its  utter  absurdity,  with  as  much 
propriety  it  might  be  contended  that  one  who  opposes  the  establish- 
ment of  swine  yards  on  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Meridian 
•streets,  opposes  all  manufacturers  and  all  pork  dealers. 

-That  it  is  utterly  and  entirely  impossible  to  carry  on  the  business 
of  slaughtering  hogs  in  a  populous  neighborhood,  and  upon  a  stag- 
nant pond,  without  creating  offensive  smells,  creating  sickness,  or 
annoying  the  public,  that  this  has  never  been  done. 

The  statement  that  the  pork  trade  contributes  more  to  the  growth 
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of  the  city  than  any  other  branch  of  business,  like  most  of  the  other 
statements  of  the  petition,  is  wholly  and  entirely  erroneous,  as  must 
be  apparent  to  every  member  of  your  honorable  body. 

We  therefore  with  greatest  respect,  but  utmost  earnestness,  re- 
monstrate against  the  repeal  of  the  ordinance.

Indianapolis,  March  18,  1872. 
To  the  May >or  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis ; 

Gentlemen — The  undersigned  would  most  respectfully  say  and 
yhow  unto  your  honorable  body  that  he  is  the  owner  of  a  grain 
elevator,  situated  upon  the  east  side  of  Delaware  street,  near  the 
crossing  of  the  Union  railway  track  of  said  city,  which  he  has  con- 
structed at  great  expense,  and  is  of  the  present  value,  as  it  is  now 
situated,  of  about  thirty  thousand  dollars ;  and  that  said  elevator  is 
located  upon  ground  he  holds  by  virtue  of  a  lease,  renewable  at  his 
pleasure,  of  the  Indiana  Central  Eailway  Company.  That  during 
the  year  1871,  and  for  each  year  several  years  previous  thereto,  the 
undersigned  received  by  delivery  from  wagons  at  his  elevator,  by 
approach  upon  said  Delaware  street,  about  ten  thousand  wagan  loads 
of  grain  per  year,  and  there  was  delivered  into  wagons,  which  left 
his  said  elevator  by  way  of  Delaware  street,  over  one  thousand 
wagon  loads  of  grain  per  year,  making  a  total  of  traffic  at  his  ele- 
vator during  each  year,  through  said  street,  of  over  three  hundred 
and  thirty  thousand  bushels  of  grain,  not  including  shipments  or 
receipts  by  means  of  railroad  cars. 

The  undersigned  further,  most  respectfully,  shows  unto  this  hon- 
orable body  that  he  is  informed  the  Committee  of  this  Council  have 
made,  so  far  as  they  lawfully  might,  a  location  of  the  bridge  to  be 
built  for  said  city  upon  said  Delaware  street  over  the  Union  railway 
tracks,  and  have  located  the  same  upon  the  side  instead  of  the  centre 
of  the  street,  so  that  upon  the  east  side  of  said  street  said  bridge 
will  be  only  nine  feet  from  the  curbstone  of  the  east  sidewalk,  and 
in  consequence  of  the  street  gutter  will  leave  not  only  no  room  for 
wagons  to  pass  each  other,  but  will  render  the  passage  of  single 
wagons  inconvenient  if  not  dangerous;  while  upon  the  west  side  of 
said  street  a  space  of  thirty-one  feet  is  left  between  the  curbstone  of  the 
sidewalk  and  the  bridge.  The  undersigned  would  most  respectfully 
say  that  even  if  said  bridge  could  be  legally  located  so  that  the 
middle  line  thereof  should  be  upon  the  middle  of  the  street,  the 
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ejection  thereof  would  cause  him  and  his  said  business  much  dam- 
age, and  that  the  location  of  the  same  upon  the  east  side  of  tho 
street  would  greatly  increase  such  damage  and  greatly  depreciate 
the  value  of  his  'property,  and  very  seriously  effect  if  not  ruin  his 
business. 

The  undersigned  would  further,  most  respectfully,  say  that  he  is 
informed  that  this  honorable  body  has  never  as  yet  adopted  tho 
location  made  by  their  said  Committee. 

The  undersigned  while  properly  appreciating  the  motives  of  tho 
Council,  in  endeavoring  to  secure  a  safer  transit  of  passengers  over 
our  city  railroad  crossings,  yet  does  not  concede  the  legal  right  of 
the  city,  after  business  has  become  established  and  capital  invested 
upon  faith  of  an  uninterrupted  use  of  a  street,  to  so  change  the 
street  as  to  injure  the  value  of  property  and  destroy  the  business  so 
built  up. 

The  undersigned  therefore  respectfully  remonstrates  against  tho 
erection  of  said  bridge;  and  he  especially  remonstrates  against  such 
action  upon  the  part  of  this  honorable  body  as  shall  fix  the  location 
of  said  bridge  so  as  unfairly  and  unjustly  to  discriminate  against 
him  in  favor  of  property  owners  upon  the  opposite  side  of  the  street.

Harry  Craft,  Esq.,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Sewers: 

As  requested,  I  have  made  some  investigations  regarding  the  com- 
position of  the  cement  sewer  pipes  made  by  the  Indianapolis  Cement 
Pipe  Company. 

This  pipe  is  made  from  hydraulic  cement,  manufactured  by  J. 
Hulme  &  Co.,  Louisville,  Kentucky,  one  part  cement  and  two  parts 
sand  and  gravel. 

The  cement  is  made  from  stone  which  contains,  according  to  the 
analyses  of  Dr.  J.  Lawrence  Smith,  made  of  two  extreme  types: 

No.l.  No.  2. 

Carbonate  of  lime 45.20  44.50 

Carbonate  of  Magnesia 32.69  19.52 

Alumina 5.60  6.40 

Oxide  of  Iron 1.40  1.82 

Silica 13.00  25.10 

Potash  and  Soda  1.06  1.01 

Water  and  organic  matter 2.02  2.56 

Dr.  Smith  says,  "  the  above  composition  indicates  a  good  hydraul- 
ic cement  rock." 

In  order  to  convert  the  rock  into  cement,  it  is  first  calcined  in  a 
kiln  to  expel  the  carbonic  acid  which  is  combined  with  the  carbo- 
nates of  lime  and  magnesia,  and  then  ground  to  a  fine  powder. 

For  the  manufacture  of  pipes,  at  the  Indianapolis  Cement  Compa- 
ny's works,  the  cement  thus  prepared  is  mixed  with  two  parts  of 
sand  and  gravel,  and  made  into  a  paste  with  water,  then  rammed 
tight,  into  moulds  of  any  required  size;  when  the  mould  is  filled,  the 
pipe,  which  is  already  strong  enough  to  bear  carelul  handling,  is  re- 
moved to  the  carbonizing  chamber,  where  it  is  subjected,  for  a  stated 
period,  to  an  atmosphere  of  carbonic  acid  gas  and  vapor  of  water. 

By  this  treatment,  carbonic  acid  is  restored  to  the  lime  and  mag- 
nesia, and  the  cement  acquires  again  the  hardness  of  stone. 

This  hardening  process,  here  brought  about  in  a  few  days,  (3  to  5) 
is  also  induced  by  a  long  exposure  to  the  air,  as  it  will  absorb  car- 
bonic acid,  which  exists  in  minute  quantity  in  the  atmosphere. 

Under  water  the  natural  hardening  will  take  place  much  more 
rapidly  than  by  merely  exposing  it  to  the  air,  as  the  water  more 
readily  conveys  the  carbonic  acid  with  which  it  is  charged  to  the 
particles  of  cement. 

In  every  case  carbonic  acid  is  the  essential  hardening  material.

STRENGTH  OF  THE  CEMENT  AFTER  HARDENING. 

1  have  neither  had  the  time  nor  the  necessary  apparatus  for  test- 
ing the  strength  of  the  sewer  pipes  made  by  the  Indianapolis  Ce- 
ment Pipe  Company,  but  will  refer  you  to  a  test  made  by  Dr.  J. 
Lawrence  Smith  of  Louisville,  Ky .*  He  moulded  "small  plugs  of 
cement  and  sand,  using  different  proportions  of  the  ingredients,  the 
pieces  were  two  inches  square  and  eight  inches  long,  and  after  being 
made  for  three  months  were  tested  by  transverse  pressure." 

"The  weight  required  to  break  the  plugs  of  Louisville  cement  on 
supports  four  inches  apart  was  over  two  hundred  pounds,  and  that 
containing  two  parts  of  sand  was  tougher  than  that  with  but  one 
part  of  sand,"  &c. 

From  a  chemical  test  made  of  a  fragment  of  the  Indianapolis  Ce- 
ment Company's  pipe,  I  find  that  it  is  composed  of  about  forty-two 
parts  of  silica  and  fifty-eight  parts  of  lime,  magnesia,  carbonic  acid, 
alumina,  oxide  of  iron,  water,  and  a  small  proportion  of  potash, 
soda  and  organic  matter. 

These  latter  substances  (about  fifty-eight  per  cent.)  are  soluble  in 
mineral  acids. 

According  to  Dr.  Frankland,  the  sewage  of  the  city  of  Leicester, 
England,  which  has  a  population  of  90,000  inhabitants,  is  discharged 
at  the  rate  of  about  four  millions  gallons  per  diem,  and  contains 
about  (the  solid  constituents  are  variable)  130.2  grains  inorganic  and 
58.8  grains  of  organic  matter,  a  total  of  189  grains  of  solid  constitu- 
ents in  a  gallon. 

In  the  annual  report  of  the  officers  of  the  New  Orleans  Board  of 
Health  for  1871,  an  able  and  valuable  work,  I  find  a  report  on  sewer 
gases,  sewage  and  disinfectants,  by  Alfred  "W.  Perry,  from  which  I 
extract  the  following  analysis  of  gases  resulting  from  the  decompo- 
sition of  the  organic  matters  which  compose  the  offensive  black  mud 
or  slime  which  fills  our  gutters  and  drainage  canals  : 

"This  decomposition  goes  on  here  at  all  seasons,  but  is  more  rapid 
in  summer,  and  is  accompanied  by  an  evolution  of  an  offensive  and 
deleterious  gas,  which  bubbles  up  through  the  water  " 

In  the  four  analyses  which  he  made  of  this  gas  the  composition  is : 


*  See  report  on  the  hydraulic  cement  of  the  Louisville  Cement  and  Water 
Power  Company,  by  J.  Lawrence  Smith.  This  report  contains  a  number  of  let- 
ters from  experienced  engineers,  architects  and  builders,  in  answer  to  questions 
propounded  by  Dr.  Smith,  referring  mainly  to  the  good  quality  of  this  cement 
for  hardening,  both  above  and  below  ground. 
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Carbonic  acid 29.  per  cent. 

Carburetted  hydrogen 66.  per  cent. 

Nitrogen 5.  per  cent. 

Offensive  organic  vapor a  trace. 

He  could  find  no  trace  of  sulphuretted  hydrogen,  and  concludes 
that  this  gas,  which  is  derived  from  the  sulphur  of  the  animal  and 
vegetable  matter  during  their  decomposition,  unites,  as  soon  as 
formed,  with  alkalies,  which  are  always  present  in  sewage  as  ammo- 
nia, soda,  potash  or  lime,  forming  alkaline  sulphurets. 

Now,  from  what  has  been  shown  to  be  the  chemical  action  which, 
takes  place  in  the  hardening  of  cement,  i.  e.  the  restoration   of  car- 
bonic acid,  the  gaseous  substances  eliminated  from  sewage,  instead 
of  decomposing,  tend  to  make  it  hard  and  more  stone  like.

Gentlemen — I  have  to  report  to  you  that  on  the  18th  inst.  a  ver- 
dict was  rendered,  by  a  jury  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Marion  county, 
in  favor  of  one  Margaret  O'Donnell,  and  against  the  city  for  $1,800, 
for  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  by  her  falling  into  a  catch 
basin  connected  with  the  Kentucky  avenue  sewer,  near  the  north- 
east corner  of  the  old  cemetery,  at  the  crossing  of  West  street  and 
Kentucky  avenue.

We  know  that  Mr.  Griswald  regards  it  as  exceedingly  important 
that  the  real  estate  shall  remain  in  its  present  condition,  that  it  may 
be  used  as  a  site  for  the  machine  shops  of  the  company.  We  re- 
spectfully ask,  for  Mr.  Griswald's  letter,  the  consideration  the  impor- 
tance of  the  subject  merits. 

If  the  Council  shall  be  pleased  to  extend  its  order  to  the  City 
Commissioners,  until  Mr.  Griswald  can  present  this  matter  in  person, 
it  will  not  occasion  any  delay.  As  this  property  is  now  in  the  pos- 
session of  Mr.  Griswald  as  receiver,  no  steps  disturbing  this  posses- 
sion can  be  taken  by  the  city,  during  the  continuance  of  the  Receiv- 
orship. 

A  short  delay  will,  therefore,  not  injure  the  city,  and  may  be  of 
great  practical  importance  to  it.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  10th  informing  me  of  the 
action  of  the  City  Council  of  Indianapolis  on  the  8th,  defering  action 
in  the  matter  of  opening  Arsenal  avenue  and  Summit  street  until 
after  the  meeting  of  the  22d  (Monday  next),  and  requesting  me  to 
attend  that  meeting.  I  have  just  returned  from  New  York,  and  on 
account  of  imperative  obligations  assumed  without  knowledge  of 
this  occasion,  I  can  not  possibly  be  present.  I  regret  it,  though  I 
have  no  doubt  that  you,  as  our  Attorney,  can  do  all  that  I  could  do 
if  personally  present. 

The  ground  belonging  to  the  Junction  railroad,  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  cut  up  with  these  streets,  were  purchased  by  the  company  to 
be  used  for  the  location  and  erection  of  machine  shops  and  an  engine 
house,  and  for  nothing  else  as  I  have  been  assured  by  the  gentleman 
who  was  president  of  the  company  at  the  time,  and  also  by  several 
of  the  directors.  The  company  have  paid  for  the  property  about 
$25,000  in  cash  ;  the  shops  and  engine  house  would  have  been  erected 
long  ago  but  for  the  financial  embarrassment  of  the  company.  This 
property  is  essential  to  the  railroad  for  the  uses  named,  and  would 
be  about  worthless  to  it  for  practical  use  if  the  streets  were  cut 
through  it. 

This  land,  except  so  much  as  was  unwisely  and  improvidently 
given  up  to  Mr.  Beidenour,  now  belongs  to  the  railroad  by  such 
right  as  that  it  can  be  made  available  at  any  time,  and  it  is  the  only 
property  belonging  to  it  at  or  near  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  suitable 
for  the  uses  stated  which  the  railroad  are  not  using  for  other  nec- 
essary and  permanent  purposes. 

No  other  property  can  be  obtained  which,  in  my  opinion,  would 
be  at  all  suitable  for  the  uses  stated,  without  going  back  to  a  very 
inconvenient  distance  from  the  depots  and  business  yard  of  the  rail- 
road in  Indianapolis,  and  even  then  if  the  company  were  to  buy 
ground  still  east  of  the  property  in  question,  it  would  be  but  a  short 
time  before  the  same  class  of  sinister  interest  would  demand  its 
intersection  by  streets.  But  if  it  were  practicable,  there  is  no  possi- 
bility in  the  pecuniary  condition  of  the  road  of  obtaining  other 
property  in  Indianapolis  for  this  use. 

The  proper  place  for  the  main  shops  of  the  Junction  railroad  is 
Indianapolis,  this  property  at  a  cost  of  $25,000  was  bought  for  that 
purpose,  the  financial  embarrassment  of  the  road  have  prevented  the

construction  of  the  intended  shops,  but  it  is  only  a  delay,  unless  the 
action  and  power  of  the  people  of  the  city  shall  render  the  property 
so  bought  useless  for  the  purpose. 

It  is  not  irapropable,  that  notwithstanding  the  present  discredit, 
the  Junction  railroad  may  yet  become  a  very  important  institution 
to  Indianapolis.  For  the  interest  of  the  road,  and  the  interest  of  the 
city,  therefore  I  ask  you  to  urge  upon  the  Council  that  they  should 
forbear  action  the  matter  of  these  streets  which  will  defeat  the  improve- 
ment of  the  property  in  question,  for  the  mutual  interest  of  both  parties.

1st.  That  the  enclosure  or  campus  of  the  University  contains  25 
acres  making  a  beautiful  park,  and  about  the  only  one  now  accessible 
to  the  city. 

2d.  That  the  gates  have  never  been  closed  against  the  public;  but 
has  been  and  is  now  the  resort  of  hundreds  of  the  citizens  of  Indiana- 
polis during  the  warm  months  of  the  year,  contributing  largely  to  the 
public  comfort  and  health. 

3d.  That  one  dollar  has  never  been  contributed  by  the  city 
of  Indianapolis  towards  the  University  or  the  maintenance  of  the 
grounds ;  and  but  very  few  of  the  citizens  of  the  place  have  ever 
taken  enough  interest  in  the  institution  to  lend  it  a  helping  hand. 

4th.  That  there  is  no  one  single  enterprise  in  or  about  the  city  of

and  moral  influences,  than  this  University.  It  adds  to  the  popula- 
tion of  the  city  not  less  than  300  persons  and  distributes  about 
$200,000  annually.  It  is  really  an  enterprise  in  which  the  whole 
public  is  deeply  concerned. 

5th.  A  proposition  is  on  foot,  an  ordinance  introduced  to  improve 
the  streets  or  some*  of  them  bordering  on  the  University  grounds.

Gentlemen — Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was 
referred  sundry  papers,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

First — Is  a  petition  signed  by  Indianapolis  Car  Works  and  A.  B. 
Fletcher  praying  that  an  ordinance  be  passed  to  improve  Tinker 
street  and  sidewalks.  Said  ordinance  has  been  introduced,  and  pro- 
vides for  building  stone  abuttments  and  center  piers  under  the  Peru 
railroad,  and  grading  and  graveling  said  street  with  raked  river 
gravel,  and  that  so  much  of  said  street  that  is  outside  of  the  corpora- 
tion limits  be  paid  for  out  of  the  public  treasury.  We  herewith  pre-

be  practicable.  We  would  further  state  that  there  will  be  about  2,350 
feet  of  street  outside  of  the  corporation  limits,  counting  front  on  both 
.sides  would  be  4,700  feet;  estimating  cost  at  90c  per  foot  would  make 
$4,230  that  the  city  would  have  to  pay  for  improving  private  prop- 
erty, (in  addition  to  street  and  alley  crossings).  We  think  this  is 
asking  too  much  of  the  city  for  private  interests,  and  therefore 
recommend  that  the  ordinance  be  stricken  from  the  file. 

Second — Is  a  remonstrance  against  paving  with  brick  the  north 
sidewalk  of  Massachusetts  Avenue,  between  Liberty  and  St.  Clair 
streets.  We  would  recommend  that  the  sidewalk  be  improved  as 
contemplated  in  ordinance* 

Third — Is  a  remonstrance  against  grading  and  graveling  Cedar 
street  and  sidewalks.  We  think  the  improvement  is  needed,  and  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  ordinance. 

Fourth — Is  a  petition  praying  for  the  widening  of  St.  John  street. 

Fifth — Is  a  petition  praying  for  the  opening  and  widening  of  Peru 
street.  We  think  these  improvements  will  be  of  public  good;  there- 
fore recommend  that  both  papers  be  referred  to  the  City  Commis- 
sioners for  their  action.
